Organized Inhor lost Its fight against 
the Cummlns-Esch railway hill, for 
the conference report on the measure, 
after being approved by the house, was 
adopted In the sennte by n vote of 47 
to 18. The debnte wns unexpectedly 
brief, the opposing senntors confining 
their remnrks to explanations of their 
vote. The result was made only the 
more certain by the efforts of the 
labor lenders to prevent passage of 
the bill. Senntors of both pnrtles ex¬ 
pressed their resentment of the tactics 
employed, nnd Myers of Montnnn made 
an especially hitter nttnek on Gompers 
nnd his allies nnd on those who would 
enter to the labor vote. 

The measure went at once to the 
president, and so did the arguments 
and appeals of the labor lenders. The 
latter urged the president to veto the 
bill, nnd then prepnred an elaborate 
brief presenting their side of the con¬ 
troversy. Their request for a veto was 
seconded by the Farmers’ National 
council, though other farmers’ organi¬ 
zations approved the legislation. The 
general belief wns thnt Mr. Wilson 
would sign the bill after It had been 
pnssed on by Attorney Oenernl Pnliner, 
to whom he submitted It. The heads 
of the rnllwny brotherhoods nnd other 
labor lenders were calm In their dls- 
russlons of the measure nnd expressed 
the belief that there would he no gen¬ 
eral strike of the rail workers, though 
Ihoy were confident of their power to 
call a walkout that would tie up the 
transportation systems of the entire 
pountry. What they seem to want 
most Is the crcntlon of n tribunal on 
which the workers nnd management 
shall he represented. Independent of 
the wage adjustment machinery pro¬ 
vided by the hill. They believe the 
men and their employers enn come to 
agreements without the Intervention of 
the public.

March 15. This zone Includes the 
southern portion of South Carolina, 
the southern half of Georgia, Alabama 
nnd Mississippi, almost the whole of 
Loulslnnn nnd all southeastern Texas. 
Several of the more hardy garden 
crops, including those mentioned above, 
will withstand considerable frost nnd 
mny bo planted at least n month be¬ 
fore the nvernge date for the lust frost. 

Irish potntoes are easily Injured by 
freezing, hut they require about a 
month to come up nnd may he planted 
nt about the same time as lettuce nnd 
radishes. It pays to take n ehunce on 
the early planting of certain of the 
more hardy gardtsi vegetables. If they 
nre killed or severely Injured they mny 
be replanted. A good method is to 
mnke about three plantings at Inter¬ 
vals of three weeks, anil If the first 
planting Is killed the later' ones tako 
Its plnce. 


Some very Interesting events In 
Rrltlsh politics nre Impending. For 
one thing, the Irish home rule hill hns 
been presented to parliament and Is 
certain to stir up things. The Labor 
pnrty Is planning to oppose It on 
the ground thnt tt will not lend to a 
settlement of the Irish question. Af¬ 
ter Its Introduction the measure wns 
changed by the enhtnet In two Impor¬ 
tant particulars. First, as n conces¬ 
sion to Sir Edward Cnrson, the Ulster 
nron was defined ns n homogeneous 
Protestant area Instead of the whole 
province; by the second change the 
hill. Instead of reserving Indefinitely 
the control of customs nnd excise to 
Englnnd, stntes clearly that control 
of all tnxation will be transferred to 
Irelnnd the moment the two Irish leg¬ 
islatures demand It. This, It Is be¬ 
lieved, may gain for the hill the sup¬ 
port of ninny of the Sinn Felners. 

Another event of Importance In Rrlt- 
lsh pollttes was the return of Asquith 
to pnrllninent from I’nlsley with n ma¬ 
jority of nearly 3,000 over the Labor 
candidate. It wns assumed the for¬ 
mer premier would resume active lead¬ 
ership of the opposition, ni«l troublous 
times for Lloyd George were predict¬ 
ed.

The object of putting 
the plants In the cold frames Is to suvo 
room in the greenhouse and also to 
harden the plants off so they can ho 
set out early In beds. The sashes 
must he taken off the cold frames 
early or the plants will become tull 
and spindly or “drawn," us the gar¬ 
deners cull them.

Worked Under Wheels, They Help 
Motorist Out of Mud. 


Method of Handling Difficult Situation 

80 Simple and So Uniformly Sue- 
ceaaful *That Every Driver 
Should Know of It. 

From a motorist who liven In a sec¬ 
tion where mud roads nre common 
conics a suggestion which Its author 
guarantees as the best remedy for such 
n situation short of a pair of husky 
mules. He states thnt he has tried the 
method on numerous occasions, and 
thnt It has never fulled to work. He 
says: 

"I nlwnys have stored away some¬ 
where In my cnr a stack of old news¬ 
papers. They don't take up so much 
room tnit that I can always find a plnco 
for them. When 1 strike a mudhole 
nnd the wheels begin to fly around In 
thnt exasperating way which tells me 
that I nm firmly nnd definitely stuck, 
I get out my bundle of papers. 

"Taking - n newspnper I fold It In 
linlf horizontal ncross the page nw| 
proceed to the task of working the 
paper between the tire nnd the mud. 
This Is a simple mntter, nnd Is accom¬ 
plished by feeding the paper while the 
wheels are being revolved. 1 feed tbe 
paper In lengthwise. Usually only n 
few will have been worked In when 
the tires will begin to grip nnd the 
enr stnrt forward. If n few won’t 
do the work, keep on feeding In the 
papers until good traction Is gained. 

"This method of handling n difficult 
situation Is so simple nnd so uniform¬ 
ly successful thnt every motorist should 
know It. If he Is not equipped with 
some other nppnrntus for such n con¬ 
tingency. he should nhvnys hnve n 
little pile of newspapers stored away 
In some empty place In his car. 

"In ninny localities It might he pos¬ 
sible for a motorist to get old news¬ 
papers from neighboring houses; but 
when the nilshnp occurs In some lonely 
spot, lucky Is the man who Ims some 
newspapers In his machine."

DODDS TURNED . 
HACK TO OWNERS 

Government Control is Ended 
After Twenty-six Months 
Operation 

lABOR UNREST NOT VISIBLE 


No Formalities of Any Kind Attended 
Return of the Carrier*— 
Little Change of 
Personnel 


Washington.—Tho government does 
not anticipate serious labor dlsturb- 
ances as a result of the railroads re¬ 
turn to private control at 12.01 Monday. 
The feeling was expressed here in va¬ 
rious quarters ttiatVho 2 . 000,000 em¬ 
ployes, or the vast majority of them 
at any rate, would accept the situation 
without a protest In the form of any¬ 
thing approximating a general Rtrlke, 
and would conttuuo their fight for 
readjustmeents in wages and work¬ 
ing conditions through the boards set 
up in the legislation adopted by Con¬ 
gress. 

Representatives of the government 
who have been in charge of the rail¬ 
road systems for the last 26 months 
staged no formal Beene to mark tho 
return of the roads to private direc¬ 
tion. There was little or no activity 
at tlie office of tue railroad administra¬ 
tion. 

The government officials have 
made recommendations for tbe con¬ 
tinuance of the various forms which 
were instituted under federal con¬ 
trol ut the decisions as to whether 
they shall be carried out will be left in 
the hands of the private executives. 
One recommendation was that the 
common use of terminals bo contin¬ 
ued. 

It is understood that in the case of 
*.he Pennsylvania terminal in New 
York the policy of permitting trains 
on the Baltimore & Ohio and lines 
ftther thun the Pennsylvania to use it 
will be continued ut least for the 
present. 

It is believed that while the labor 
leaders may make a statement of 
protesj, they will not urge their fol¬ 
lowers to attempt a protest in tho 
form of a strike. Tlie effort front 
now on. it is said, will be to concen¬ 
trate in an endeavor to obtain from 
the President the appointments to the 
boards which will prove satisfactory 
to the workers. 

To this extent; at least, the em¬ 
ployes probably will withhold definite 
action in connection with strike meas¬ 
ures. until they have given the Presi¬ 
dent an opportunity to make good his 
promise to seo that exact justice is 
done. 

Labor lias won several of the points 
for which it contended in regard to 
the railroad legislation, namely the 
elimination of tho anti-strike clauses 
and a guarantee that wages will 
not be reduced for the period 
of-six months. There are some who ; 
have expressed the opinion that no j 
general strike would be practical in 
the event that the wartime level of 
wages was maintained. 

Tho fact that Samuel Gompers, pres¬ 
ident of the American Federation of 
Labor, went to Jacksonville when the 
situation was most acute, to attend a 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the feederatlon, is taken us another In¬ 
dication that no serious outbreak was 
contemplated by labor In the event 
that the President refused to do Its 
bidding. That action looking to seri¬ 
ous strikes would be taken in the 
absence of Mr. Gompers from the 
labor councils here Is not believed 
likely. 


PRODUCERS WILL STILL GET 10 
CENTS FOR MILK. 

Plainfield, Ct.—The milk producers 
of Eastern Connecticut will ship their 
product to Boston and Providence, 
will continue to receive 10 cents a 
quart, although Ihe fall agreement 
with the distributors calls for a re¬ 
duction in price on March 1.

STATES HELP DISABLED MEN | 

Louisians and Texas Are .Prominent 
in the Work of Assisting the 
Unfortunates. 

Much encouragement hn* come to 
the district officers of tho federal 
board for vocational education, ns lo¬ 
cal Interest has been displayed In (he 
work of rc-cducatlon for disabled sol¬ 
diers. The building In which men In 
"tryout" courses arc taught nt Tnlnne 
university was donnted for the pur¬ 
pose. it ts n modern, up-to-date build¬ 
ing. spacious enough to accomodate 
the men who will need this type of 
training in tlds district. Tho shops nt 
Tnlnne university will still bo utilized, 
as will the automobile Instruction, 
anti related subjects in English and 
In simple nrtlinietlc will lie given In 
Mils building. In addition, It may he 
used ns a social center for the men. 
An organization lias been perfected 
among tin* disabled men in training, 
and other social organizations In the 
city have shown Interest In planning 
entertainment for them. A splendid 
spirit tuts developed among tin* men 
anil they seem much Interested In 
their work. 

A similarly satisfactory arrange¬ 
ment lias been made in Texas at tint 
Grubb school. Ten thousand dollnrs 
have been appropriated by tho state 
for use In lids school in connection 
with tin* work done by tho hoard. Tin* 
school receives pupils nt nn.v time, and 
no tuition Is charged. Barracks are 
being built by the authorities to house 
tin* men, and a special mess hall is 
being prepared for them. 

DEGENERACY DUE TO WEALTH 

People of Sybaris Allowed Their Char¬ 
acter to Be Sapped by Love 
of Luxury. 

Tiie present meaning of tiie word 
sybarite is a person devoted to luxury ’ 
and pleasure. It is derived from the 
ancient city of Sybaris, situated in 
southern Italy near to tiie shores of 
Hit* Gulf of Taranto. It was founded 
by the Greeks 720 B. C. and became 
very powerful. In the days of its 
opulence it was ruler over four nations 
with their 25 towns and could 
raise an army of 300,000 men and 
equip them well for tiie field. The 
wulls surrounding tiie city were said 
to extend six inlles and the suburbs 
covered an area of seven miles. It 
was the old story, however, for as the 
city grew in wealth its people degen¬ 
erated ami became noted for effem¬ 
inacy and self-indulgence, and it ts 
told of them that no trade thnt made 
n noise was allowed within the city 
limits. Seneca tells the story tlint one 
of the Sybarites complained that he 
had not rested comfortably during the 
whole nlglit, and upon being asked 
why, he stated that he had found a 
rose leaf doubled up under Ills pil¬ 
low. which huik hurt him puin- 
fully. Thus it is easy to see how the 
word syburite bus been bestowed upon 
one who lives for pleusure and self- 
gratification.

Often n cupful or two of Quid left¬ 
over flsli will make n most appetising

three tahlespoonfuls of (lour, stir un¬ 
til well blended, then pour on grad- 
unlly one nnd one-hnlf cupfuls of 
cold milk.

—Melt four tnhlespnon- 
fuls of butter, ndd one-half cupful of 
flour, one nnd one-half tonspoonfuls 
of salt, three-fourths tenspoonful of 
mustard, one-fourth tenSpoonful of pa¬ 
prika. When well hlended pour 
gmdunlly while stirring constantly 
one and one-half (CBpfUls of scalded 
milk. Bring to the boiling point nnd 
ndd one enn of kornlet, one egg light¬ 
ly beaten, three tenspoonfuls of 
Worcestershire sauce. -Turn Into n 
buttered dish, cover with a cupful 
of buttered crumbs nnd hake until 
brown. 

Head Lettuce With Pears.—A most 
attractive and appetizing salad Is 
this: Arrange the crisp heart loaves 
of lettuce on the salad plates nnd 
All each nest with eighths of carefully 
peeled pears. A few strips of red 
pepper placed over them na a garnish 
adds to the nppenrnnce, but paprika 
may be used, sprinkled over the dress¬ 
ing.

Cutting Up Meat Preparatory to Pickling, 

(Prepared by the United States Depart - 
nient of Agriculture.) 

In the present sugar shortage It Is 
advisable, even If sugar can he pro¬ 
cured to use molasses or some kind of 
sirup In place of It In the formulas 
used for curing pork, according to 
specialists. 

If sugar Is used for dry curing, It Is 
better, nn.vwny, to make It Into a sirup 
before using, for salt mixed with sugar 
will not slick on moat as well ns salt 
mixed with sirup. The use of molasses 
or commercial sirup does away with 
this extra work. 

The following formulns have been 
found to give good resulls: 

Sweet Pickle or Brine Cure. 

Select pleres, 12 pound* or less. 

Make a pickle consisting of: 

3 % pounds salt. 

1% pounds sirup or molasses, or If pre¬ 
ferred, 1>4 pounds sugar, prsferubly 
brown. 

1 ounce saltpeter. 

2'a gallons wnter. 

(Those amounts nre based on BO pounds 
of meat. If more or less meat Is used, the 
amounts of the Ingredients should be cor¬ 
respondingly Increased or decreased, as 
tlie case may be. Under no circumstances 
should the Individual pleee of meat weigh 
over 12 pounds.) 

Place the meat In n stone Jnr or hard¬ 
wood barrel, and weight It down with 
a hoard and stone. Do not use iron, 
for It will rust. 

Then pour In Just pickle enough to 
cover the meat. 

Leave the ment In the pickle three 
dn.vs to the pound of ment, so thnt a 
10-pound ham would be left in the

pickle for an days, and a 0-potintl ba¬ 
con, IS days. 

Afler the ment has been In cure a 
week, take It all out of the Jnr or bar¬ 
rel, remove the pickle, replace the 
ment, weight It down, ami again pour 
the same pickle over the meat. lte- 
peat every week. 

Dry Cure. 

(Applicable to either light or heavy 
meal.) Mix thoroughly— 

3V4 pounds salt. 

1 ounce saltpeter. 

1 ounce rod popper. 

I ounce black pepper. 

Then ndd 1V4 pounds warm sirup or 
molasses, and mix with the above until 
It assumes the nppenrnnce of sawdust. 

Apply tt liberal coating of the above 
mixture to all surfaces of the meat, 
excepting the skin. 

The meat should then ho placed on a 
table, clean floor, or In a hardwood bar¬ 
rel, after flrst sprinkling the surfneo 
of tho table, floor, or bottom of tho 
barrel with snlt. 

Leave all the ment In cure undis¬ 
turbed until the heaviest piece has 
been In for a period of 1*4 days to tho 
pound. Thus If the henvlcrst limn 
weighs 20 pounds, leave all the incut In 
cure HO days. 

Ments cured Ip sweet pickle or brlno 
should he consumed within 00 days 
from date of cure. Meals cured with 
dry euro may lie consumed Immediate¬ 
ly upon removal from cure, hut tho 
flnvor Improves with age, nnd tho meat 
Is hotter 00 dnys after curing. Dry- 
cured hams have been known to keep 
three or four years.

PROPER COOKING IS SECRET 


MORE VEGETABLES IN 
WINTER ARE FAVORED 


When Well Cooked Cornmeal and Oat< 
meaJ Are Most Delicious Por¬ 
ridges for Breakfast.

Salts of Many Kinds Are Needed 
for Good Health. 


Cornmeal nnd ontmenl nre among 
the cheapest of cereals, and when 
well cooked make delicious breakfast 
porridges. The dislike which many 
people have for them Is because they 
nre too often served half cooked and 
lusufllclently salted. In this condi¬ 
tion they nre among tho most unat¬ 
tractive of foods, hilt when well cook¬ 
ed nnd served with cream or rich milk 
they are delicious, ami there.are few 
who And them unappetizing. 

To make n delicious cornmeal mush 
for five people use 1*4 cups of corn¬ 
meal, 2 level teaspoons of salt, and 
ft or fl cups of water. Bring the salt¬ 
ed water to a boll nnd stir In the corn¬ 
meal very slowly. Be careful not to 
let it lump. Cook the porridge at 
‘least 30 minutes. The flavor Is great¬ 
ly Improved when It Is cooked for 
3 hours or over night. This should he 
done In a double holler on the hack 
of the stove or In a flreless cooker. 

For oatmeal porridge, use 2*4 cups 
of rolled oats, 2*4 level teaspoons of 
salt, and 5 or (1 cups of water. When 
the water Is boiling, stir the rolled 
oats slowly Into It and cook the por¬ 
ridge for one hour, or, still better, 
over night.

TIMELY TIPS FOR HOUSEWIFE, 


Of nil our food, choose Is the most 
compact und concentrated. It con- 

S tnlns no connect¬ 
ive tissue, hone 
or other waste so 
thnt a pound of 
cheese Is without 
w uste. It is 
highly nutritive, 
containing twice 
ns much fond 
value per pound ns meat, and Is much 
more economical to buy. 

Cheese has been called bard to di¬ 
gest, because being rich it slips down 
with little mnstication and being In 
bard lumps in the stomach does often 
cause distress. This same compact¬ 
ness which gives us such valuable food 
lu small compass, makes it harder of 
digestion unless it Is eaten with coarse 
food, such as dry crackers or vege¬ 
tables which need good mastication. 

Other meat substitutes which will 
lend variety 'to tho diet are whole 
wheat, dried beans, peas and lentils, 
peunqts, walnuts, pecans, eggs, but¬ 
ter. cream, olive oil, milk, macaroni, 
nnd rice. Dried fruits ns well us fresh 
are Indispensable In a well bulwmed 
diet. These foods in various forms 
and in combinations with others will 
give a sufficient variety. 

Children, when teething und suffer¬ 
ing with swollen gums, will lie great¬ 
ly refreshed by cool fruit Julee <>r 
*ci ai>eti apple. A worrying baby Is 
often suffering for frequent drinks of 
pure, cool water. It Is well to remem¬ 
ber that young children and animals 
cannot tell us what they need, und 
often suffer because of the careless¬ 
ness of those who should be respons¬ 
ible. 

Foods which must be denied chll- 
dien should not be placed temptingly 
before them—a strong reason for 
having the children eat alone. Their 
food should be palntuble and attract¬ 
ively served. Table manners may be 
learned very early which will never 
have to be relearned. 

Currants and raisins may be cleaned 
by rubbing them with flour, then sbuke 
It off to remove all dust. 

To get the flavor of orange for tea. 
sauce or for any other dish, rub a 
cul>e of sugar over the rind to absorb 
the esssentlal oil. One orunge will 
furnish flavor for two or three cubes. 

Drop the yolks of eggs left over In¬ 
to a cup and cover with cold water. 
If the yolks are unbroken they will 
keep several days. 

Always Ic the water run a minute 
from pl|*es that have held water over 
»i»ht or for several hours. 


FOOD FOR THE FAMILY, 


Vegetables should he freely Included 
In the winter diet as well as In the 
summer one. Doctors suy that that 
tlred-out feeling which many people 
have ut the end of winter—“spring 
fever"—often comes from a luck of 
fruits and vegetables In the winter 
diet.

Creen Soup. —Wash two quarts of 
spinach In several waters. Wash, peel 
nnd chop line three small turnips, two 
onions, a hunch of celery nnd u sprig 
of parsley. Fry the vegetables gently 
In four tablespoonfuls of butter. Add 
one pint of wuter and simmer until 
tender. Mix two tahlespoonfuls of flour 
with a little milk, ndd It to one nnd 
one half pints of milk, let boll five min¬ 
utes. l'ut all the vegetables through a 
sieve, then ndd the hot milk und serve 
with frleij bread. 

Spanish Eggs.—Cook together one 
cupful of stewed tomatoes and one 
clove of garlic, finely minced, one 
chopped onion, two sweet green p«*|>- 
pers seeded and chopped. Cook gently 
until reduced one-half. Spread on thin 
slices of buttered tonst und lay u 
pouched or fried egg on each slice. 

Boiled Fish in Court Bouillon.— 
Mince one onion, one stalk of celery, 
three sprigs of parsley. Fry them In 
a little butter, add two teaspoonfuls 
of salt, six pepper corns, a bay leaf, 
three cloves, two quarts of boiling wa¬ 
ter. one pint of vinegar. Boil fifteen 
minutes, strain and keep to use in boil¬ 
ing flsli. Bub the Ash with suit nnd 
lemon Juice und put In the boiling 
liquor; simmer until the flesh falls 
from the bones.

po6ure to Contagion. 


Canned und dried vegetables often 
need only skillful seasoning to make 
them tuste us good us tlie fresh 
variety. 

funned corn Is very good when 
turned into a baking dish with the 
addition of milk und seasoning added, 
heated through, in the oven, und al¬ 
lowed to brown on top. Outside stalks 
of celery, n green pepper, or both, 
chopped und added before huklug, will 
vury tlie tluvor of the dish. 

A Mua 11 cun of spinach, chard, or 
beet tops, combined with rice or bread 
crumbs, will serve seven or eight peo¬ 
ple if It is made into u lonf. Aspara¬ 
gus or string beaus are also good 
served In tlds way.

Investigations with dried vegetables, 
which have been conducted lu the ex¬ 
perimental kitchen of the United 
States department of agriculture, show 
that provided the dried vegetables are 
of good quality they are quite us sat¬ 
isfactory when they are cooked with¬ 
out previous soaking, as when soaked, 
and oftentimes better. 


Dried figs and dales should be wash¬ 
ed carefully before being euten ns 
they have been exposed for an un¬ 
known length of time to possible con¬ 
tagion by flies and dirty bauds. In 
bow many bouses are oranges washed 
before they ure brought to tlie table, 
or the lemons before they are sliced 
for teu or lemonade, or before Ilia 
skin Is grated for flavoring? Yet 
orange und lemon skins often are very 
dirty. Shelled nuts purchased In tho 
market should alwuys be washed, 
scalded, and dried by u dean cloib 
before they are used.

It was a living hateful, cruel compan¬ 
ion. It was the devil thnt recruited 
the Marys of Scarlet Hall, the Magdn- 
lens of the slums, and always the 
army was mobilized from the shanties 
of the poor. Children who had been 
robbed of their youth, who hnd never 
owned a flower, poorly fed and mis¬ 
erably clnd, dropped out of bed by 
alarm clocks, sounding the call to toll, 
when they should have been answer¬ 
ing the school bell, children physical¬ 
ly unfit for the breadwinner's* strug¬ 
gle, children without the moral en¬ 
durance necessary for the fight, were 
driven Into No Woman’s land, the 
rotten scum under the world. 

Light in Education. 

Before the war men were brooding 
on these things, papers, hooks, maga¬ 
zines mirroring life, pictured these 
horrors. They were the subject of 
public discussion and debnte. Men re¬ 
turning from a hard day’s work talked 
these things over with their wives aft¬ 
er the children hnd gone to bed. anil 
many a man left his supper table to 
peek through the half-closed door Intir 
the room where his kiddles were sleep¬ 
ing, tiptoeing hnck. only tojook Into 
the eyes of a mother, and see reflected 
there the fears he felt. 

The Invention of the typesetting ma¬ 
chine, the cheap manufacture of paper, 
the growth of public school systems, 
and public libraries, brought light to 
the dark minds of the workmen. In 
thnt light they saw more clearly their 
needs and more completely realized 
their rights. It Is the natural ambition 
of man to climb. He wants to get on 
and up. Ignorance hnd kept him from 
climbing. Ignorance Is darkness. Men 
stumble when they try to go forward 
In the dnrk. Education Is the light In 
the road. They sought to make haste, 
to make tip for the lost time. Education 
taught them to want things for them¬ 
selves ami their families thnt tlielr 
fathers and mothers never thought of 
wanting. The homes which satisfied 
their parents depressed and Irritated 
them. The bathtub and tooth brush nre 
acquired habits. The desire to straight¬ 
en the back thnt has been bent In toll 
too long. Is put there by education. 

One thing stood In the way—It ob¬ 
structed the pnth upward to decent 
living. They saw the barrier clearly 
and distinctly—poverty. They saw’ this 
Impnssnhle obstacle was made out of 
poor wages. They saw’ more. They saw 
thnt poor wnges built the poorhouses 
and filled them, organized the bread 
lines. Introduced the soup house. Out 
of their thoughts. In tlielr experience, 
they carved n truth, "As long ns some 
people have more than they can pos¬ 
sibly use, while others through no 
fault of their own have less than they 
absolutely need, something Is wrong,” 
and when the call to arms came these 
thoughts were living In the mnss mind 
of the world. Many not concerned with 
the problem of the other seven-eighths, 
knowing nothing of what was happen¬ 
ing In the minds of the men and 
women of toil, and caring less, they 
did not know that these men w’ere 
uniting and planning to tear down the 
wall of poverty.

A specter haunts Europe. It Is the 
ghost of unrest. When 1 started out 
to Interview unrest In Europe 1 did 
not give my ear to the Idle theorist 
who always know** nil about every¬ 
thing, but never from direct experi¬ 
ence with It. nor did I go to the agltn- 
tor who preaches unrest In red words 
Neither did I seek out the type of fa¬ 
natical labor leader, who Is eager for 
trouble, who Is trying to mobilize un- 
rost and marshal It under the banner 
of Revolution. I passed by the place- 
hunting. time-serving politician. I wns 
not IntereKed In platitudes and prom¬ 
ises. 

I sought knowledge of unrest from 
those who knew It from contact with it. 
those who were part and parcel of It. 
I went to the ninn in the street, the 
average man. I talked with the 
sweaty, dirty coal miner at the mouth 
of the shaft. He had Just come from 
his day In the darkness deep In the 
ground. 1 visited the man who works 
In the mills*. I listened to the rough 
speech of the teamster. I went to fac¬ 
tories atid talked with men between 
the two whistles which mark the time 
of the noon meal. They munched at 
black bread, ate cheese or sausage, 
gulped tea. coffee or cheap, glinted red 
wine. I spent time with the Idle, the 
Idle by choice ns well ns those without 
work through no fault of their own. 
Only yesterday many, ye^ most of 
these men were In khaki; now. hack 
on the Job In overalls, they were think¬ 
ing. Tlieii* speech wns troubled. Dis¬ 
content looked out from their eyes. I 
could feel It. They talked It, but never 
as unrest, always protest. 

Unrest Must Be Quieted. 

Tlielr state of mind Is the problem. 
Unrest Is epidemic;. It Is militant. 
There Is little of pacifism In It. It Is 
real. It Is not without cause. To get 
close to the enuse of tills disease which 
threatens revolution, one must know 
and understand wbat Is going on In 
the minds of the men we are looking 
.to and depending upon to do the 
world's work. It doesn’t take a 
prophet to understand that If heed Is 
not given to the things Irritating them 
and a remedy Is not found for the Irri¬ 
tation, serious trouble will follow. 
While war Is hell. It has at least 
the restraint of discipline. A revolu¬ 
tion growing out of unrest would mean 
moh madness, terrorism, fanatical, 
brutal, cruel and merciless. Once 
started. It would spread like wildfire. 
The world would he swept from Its 
senses. The fire would run Its course 
until stopped because there was noth¬ 
ing left to burn. Who dares picture the 
state In which It would lonve the 
world? In this day, when the nerves 
of the world nre on edge, when cold 
aud hunger irritate, one shudders when 
he thinks of the fate of civill/.ntion 
If uurest Is not checked before It ex¬ 
plodes In passion and wrath. 

Unrest existed before the war. It wns 
an acorn then. It Is an oak now. Be¬ 
fore the war men were complaining, 
end Justly complaining, about their lot. 
The difference now is thnt four years 
In the trenches have caused them to 
stop coiuplalning and act. Soldiering 
taught them much. They learned of 
the greatness of force. 

Back of their present tendency to 
act Is the grown grievance and the 
war lesson. Before the war they com¬ 
plained ; today tha.v demand. It Is In¬ 
teresting to exumlne unrest in the 
complaint stage, us these men knew It 
before 1914. 

These pUIn, ordinary average men 
have always been Intensely human. 
They loved their wives and children, 
they Bred for heir homes, they felt 
keenly their responsibility for the hap¬ 
piness of their loved ones. They have 
but one thing to give. Before the war 
they gave It unsparingly—It was their 
labor. Their one source of Income wns 
the pay envelope. With their wages 
they had to buy shoes, clothes, food, 
and provide shelter for the lives they 
brought Into the world, and for the 
women they had chosen to he the uioth- 
\rs of those children. 

’’Home” Before All. 

“Home. Sweet Home" Is the Inter¬ 
national anthem. It is the heart soug 
of the average man The club plays 
no part in hts life. From bis home he 
goes to work, and from work he goes 
home. ShauMes and tenements are 
not homes. These men have always 
protested against the ugly shacks In 
which they were compelled to house 
their loved ones. They bit their lips 
In jobless (lays when their children 
went to bed huugry. Resentment 
grew in their hearts wheu (hey saw- 
how poorly dressed their wives and 
children were. They muttered curses 
when their children were forced to go 
to work. They wanted to give their 
children a better education than they 
had had. a better chance in life, and 
they laughed at laws prohibiting child 
iabor. »lid« conditions compelled chll-

The trouble cornea 
In knowing when a mine’s a mine, and 
when It’s a swindle, and I guess you 
linve to be a metallurgical shark to 
know that anywny. But the wny things 
have been going for the Inst year or 
two, with hII this speculation In the 
metals, and all the fortunes that have 
been made, sort of set me to thinking 
thnt with good advice, you—” 

“I beg your pardon,” said nilllnrd 
quickly. “There's been mighty little 
speculation In metals, Mr. Cullen; but 
there's been a tremendous amount of 
speculation In stock. The difference 
between West nnd East; the (infer¬ 
ence between Insider nnd outsider; 
the difference between the capitalist 
and the gambler is this—the East, 
the outsider nnd the gnmbler buy 
stock; the West, the Insider nnd the 
capitalist buy mines. Buy them out¬ 
right nnd develop them first and ex¬ 
ploit them afterward.

You must take that always 
Into consideration. And therefore, 
every stockholder is entitled to get 
hark at least five per cent of his 
money eaclt year to cover that de- 
precisi on, in addition to whatever be 
ought to get for ordinary profits, which 
is another five per cent. Otherwise—“ 

*'Oh! I see!" cried Angela. 

I “Prove it!’’ commanded Hilliard in¬ 
dulgently. 

“Why, if the company Just paid five 
(ter rant for twenty years, aud at the 
end of it. your ore was all gone, the 
lieopte would only just have got their 
money back, and they wouldn't have 
made any real profit at all 1“ 


“Exactly r snM nill'ard. “So the 
company must pay at least ten per 
cent—half for bona fide dividends nnd 
half for depreciation."

He 
wrote on tlte hack of an old envelope: 
Capitalization $2,000,000 — 200,000 
shnres nt $10 each. 

"Now, the company (nnd you must 
remember that so fnr we haven't 
any official connection with It), agrees 
to take over the property, nnd pay the

And we agree that these bro¬ 
kers will take some of this stock off 
our hands to sell to the public (be- 
enttse they’ve got a selling organiza¬ 
tion already established, and plenty of 
customers who look to them for ad¬ 
vice) nnd it’s ngreed that they’ll pay 
us—say, four dollars a share for what 
they think they enn sell. The brokers 
then do some advertising, send out 
their circulars and bulletins and 
pamphlets to their customers, and sell 
that stock to the public for anywhere 
front six to eight dollars a share. Thnt 
is, the public I* glad enough, when the 
pryspect’s a good one, to pay seven or 
eight dollnrs (heenuse every share's 
golug to he worth ten) for what cost 
the broker four dollars, and cost us 
one dollar—which we’ve already got 
hack front the brokers, and we've still 
got the half of those 120.CXX) shares of 
ours left besides! So Itere’s the final 
hnlnnce sheet!" He hastily totaled 
the list, and handed it over to Cullen.

BREEDING PAYS IN POULTRY 


Records of Three Flocks of Leghorn* 
Show Specifically Value of 
Purebred Matee. 

(Prepared hy ths United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Thnt the value of purebred male* 
count* ns much In poultry raising ne 
In stock raising Is shown hy the rec¬ 
ords of threp flocks of Leghorns, the 
data for which have been supplied the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture hy the North Carolina experiment 
station. Flock 1, the egg production 
of which Is included In these records, 
consisted of common hens ; floek 2 was

produced by breeding these hens to 
common males; flock 3 was produced 
by breeding floek 1 to u rooster from 
a high-producing hen. The following 
year the original floek laid 89 eggs a 
hen; flock 2 laid nn average of 88 eggs 
a hen; and floek 3 laid nn average of 
138 eggs a hen. This Increase of 54 
per cent In one year tolls very specifi¬ 
cally the benefits of using a purebred 
male. But tlte percentages alone do 
not tell the whole story, for n hlg pro¬ 
portion of the Increuse came at a sea¬ 
son—May and June—when tlte produc¬ 
tion of flocks 1 and 2 was relatively 
low* und the prices were good. 


POULTRY CULLING PAYS WELL 


In One Demonstration in Iowa County 
609 Hena Out of Flock of 1,548 
Were Discarded. 


In poultry culling demonstrations 
neld on tlte farms of the farm bureau 
members In Emmet county, Iowa, rec¬ 
ords kept for eleven flocks showed 
(XX) hens were culled out of a total of 
1,548 in the flocks, according to the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture. The average number of eggs 
laid n day hy the entire flocks before 
culling wus 401.5, and the average 
number of eggs laid a day hy the 039 
hens left after culling wus 348.(1. The 
average number of eggs for ten hens 
a duy before culling was 2.8; after 
culling. 3.5. The average number of 
eggs luld a flay by 383 of the culled 
hens which were uot Immediately sold 
wus 14.4. 


WASHING WILL INJURE EGGS 


Gelatinoua Film of Shell That Keeps 
Out Air and Germs Is Removed— 
Keep Nests Clean. 

Eggs should not he washed as this 
removes the gelatinous film of the shell 
that keeps out air and germs. The 
nests should he kept clean so that the 
eggs will have no chance to become 
soiled, as removing dirt hy washing 
will allow molds und germs to enter 
ihe egg and hasten Its spoiling.—Exten¬ 
sion Division, North Dakota Agricul¬ 
tural College. 



As grass makes up tho hulk of feed 
for geese.

NEEDFIRE OLD FOLK CUSTOM 

Part of the Ritual of Purification That 
Has Survived In Scotland Until 
Recently. 

In folk custom, rteedflro Is fire kin* 
died by friction of two sticks of wood 
or of a rope on n wooden slake to 
ward ofT demons of disease. Among the 
many customs and beliefs connected 
with fire one of the most important Is 
that of ritual purification. The new 
fire Is supposed to regenerate, as fire 
sacrlllce Is designed to sustain, the 
Invisible beings. Needllre Is a prac¬ 
tice, usually, of shepherd peoples to 
ward off disease from the docks. In 
historic times the sparks for kindling 
the needllre were obtained l>y twirling 
a wooden peg nrouiul a wooden post. 
As in the case of new fire, the need- 
fire was almost always accompanied 
with the extinguishing of the tires of 
the locality, and the neighbors also 
rekindled their fires from It ns in the 
new lire ceremony. In practice, the 
people passed, or the herds were driv¬ 
en through or between the flames of 
the needllre for purlfleatIon. The need- 
fire custom' survived In the highlands 
of Scotland until recent date, and 
probably traces of Ibis superstition 
still exist in parts of Europe.

l/lr. Wilson Eliminates Himself 
From the Race for the Demo¬ 
cratic Nomination. 

PALMER IS AFTER THE PRIZE 

Various Attacks on the Prohibition 

Amendment and the Volstead Law 
—Supreme Court Puts O. K. on 
Steel Trust—Peace and Wax 
Moves In Europe. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

President Wilson got out twice last 
week. For the llrst time In live months 
he was taken out for an automobile 
ride, surprising nil who saw him by his 
robust physical appearitnce and glee¬ 
fully exchanging 'greetings with the 
people of Washington. Two days 
earlier he took himself out of the race 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
presidency. This long-awaited event 
occurred Monday after William G. Me- 
A don had a conlldential talk with his 
father-in-law. The news of the con¬ 
ference was speedily communicated to 
Attorney General Palmer and he. In 
turn, got Into touch with Mr. Wilson 
through his adherents In the White 
House. The president let Mr. Palmer 
know he had told Mr. McAdoo he 
would not he a candidate for renomt- 
natlon, ami also gave express permis¬ 
sion to the attorney general to an¬ 
nounce his own candidacy. Mr. Pal¬ 
mer hist no time, telegraphing author¬ 
ity to tile his petition In Georgia, where 
Tom Watson and former Senator 
Hardwick are boosting Senator Heed 
as an anti-administration candidate. 
Palmer hopes to rally the administra¬ 
tion forces there to his support and 
believes McAdoo can scarcely afford to 
split them by entering the contest In 
that state. The president let It he 
known that he will keep his hands off 
the pre-convention campaign, not fa¬ 
voring McAdoo. Palmer or Hoover, any 
one of whom presumably would be a 
nominee satisfactory to him. 

Mr. Palmer, according to his spokes¬ 
man. stands with the president on the 
question of the treaty and League of 
Nations and Is willing to make that an 
Nsuo of the campaign. He Is against 
universal military training because he 
thinks the League of Nations will 
make It unnecessary. 11c holds that 
the Sherman anti-trust law must be 
modified, lie favors the enforcement 
of the prohltdtlnn law and does not be¬ 
lieve It will be a real Issue In the cam¬ 
paign. Despite the fact that he Is a 
dry, one of his chief lieutenants will 
be former Congressman Carlin of Vir¬ 
ginia, a leader of the wets. 

Which brings us neatly to considera¬ 
tion of the late John Barleycorn and 
the rumblings from his grave which 
are causing perturbation among the 
drys and also among many of the 
politicians. The tirst of these ominous 
noises lust wee!; was the decision of 
Federal Judge Geiger at Milwaukee 
legalizing the manufacture and sale of 
2.5 per cent beer In Wisconsin on the 
ground that each state has the sov¬ 
ereign right and police power to tlx Its 
awn standard us to what constitutes 
an intoxicating beverage. The prohi¬ 
bition amendment providing for con¬ 
current power of congress and the sev¬ 
eral states to enforce the amendment. 
Judge Geiger held that state legisla¬ 
tion In the matter could not be over¬ 
turned by an act of congress; be 
found section 1. title 2 of the Yolsteud 
tot unconstitutional. 

New Jersey's legislature got Into ac¬ 
tion the same day. and after an excit¬ 
ing debate the senate passed the bouse 
bill legalizing the manufacture, sale 
anil transportation of beverages con¬ 
taining not uiitre than 8.5 per cent al¬ 
cohol by volume. In order to avoid com¬ 
plications the measure was altered so 
that it does not go Into effect until the 
termination of the state of war with 
Germany, and severe |>enalties were 
fixed for Its violation. In this shupe 
it was signed by Governor Kd wards, 
w ho Issued a statement that he ap¬ 
proved it not because he was against 


prohibit Inn hut because he sought to 
defend the ancient American liberty. 

In the New York legislature a bill 
was Introduced to legalize beverages 
containing (1 per cent alcohol, and a 
resolution was adopted providing for 
an Investigation of the Anti-Saloon 
league by the Judiciary committee. 

License was the Issue In elections In 
Massachusetts and Vermont, and In 
both states many towns that had been 
dry for years voted wet. 

On Thursday New Jersey enme to 
hat again with a suit filed for the state 
by Its attorney general In the United 
States Supreme court, attacking the 
constitutionality of "the prohibition 
amendment on the ground that it was 
Improperly drawn, that In 21 states 
the legislatures have not ratified it as 
provided for by their state constitu¬ 
tions and that there Is no power In 
congress to propose n constitutional 
amendment regulating the habits and 
morals of the people. 

Politics of course Is entering Into 
the prohibition fight. The wet Demo¬ 
crats of Illinois already have launched 
the presidential boom of Governor Kd* 
wards of New Jersey and have filed 
the necessary petition that puts his 
name on the April 8 direct primary 
ballot. Tbe real leaders of the party 
In that state, however, say this move¬ 
ment will not amount to much and 
that the delegates to San Francisco 
probably will not he instructed. 

The New York state Democratic con¬ 
vention adopted resolutions condemn¬ 
ing prohibition by constitutional 
amendment and calling for the restora¬ 
tion of stutos’ rights. 

By the close vote of 4 to 3 the 
United States Supreme court has 
given legal sanction to the United 
States Steel corporation, the biggest of 
Industrial combinations. The majority 
opinion dismissed the government's 
suit for dissolution of the corporation 
“without prejudice" so that the pro¬ 
ceedings can he relnstltuted If the con¬ 
cern does not behnve In the future. 
The opinion was based on the two 
main points that the size of a corpora¬ 
tion Is not In Itself a violation of the 
antitrust laws, and that the Steel cor¬ 
poration has not exerted Its admitted 
great power to stifle competition, es¬ 
pecially since 1011, when the stilt was 
Instituted. No precedent wns found 
In the tobacco and Standard Oil cases; 
hut neither Is It assured that this 
latest decision will furnish a precedent 
for decision of the suits against the 
American Sugar Refining company 
and other trusts that ure pending In 
the Supreme court. 

Transfer of the rallronrls hack to 
private hands was accomplished 
smoothly and so far nothing has hap¬ 
pened that would make the traveling 
public aware of the change. Officials 
of some of the roads are hoping that 
the Interstate commerce commission 
will permit a considerable Increase In 
freight rates to take care of the evi¬ 
dent needs of the companies, so that 
It will not he necessary to ask for high¬ 
er passenger rules. The government 
guarantee holds good until September 
1, so there may he no boost In rates 
for several months.' The railway 
brotherhoods wisely concluded to give 
the new railway legislation a fair trial 
before talking of strikes, though they 
did not pretend that they liked It at 
all. President Wilson has asked the 
rail executives and the brotherhood 
leaders to pick their representatives 
on u hoard that will at once begin 
work on pending wage disputes. 

International Interest Is still cen¬ 
tered largely on Russia and on tbe 
peace offers iflude by tbe soviet gov¬ 
ernment. Sentiment in favor of com¬ 
ing to an agreement with tbe Moscow 
government seems to be grow lug 
stronger, and all the entente nations 
have been given tbe tip that they may 
trade with tbe Russian CO-Operatives. 
whose chief representative lias $5(X),- 
U00 .uk> in gold to pay for the .things 
Russia most needs. The race for this 
trade Is lively among tbe British and 
some of tbe continental nations, in¬ 
cluding Germany. The representatives 
of Finland. Latvia und Roumanla. and 
IM-rhaps of other countries, are lu War¬ 
saw discussing |*-uce conditions tw-he 
submitted to the soviet. Lenlne while 
apparently striving for international 
|teace. Is not letting up on his domestic 
L enemies and at latest reports bad Gen¬ 


eral Denlklne’s Cossack armies cor¬ 
nered In the Kuban peninsula east of 
the Sen of Azov. In northwest Rus<da 
the bolshevik front wns advanced al¬ 
most to the Finnish frontier. 

The settlement of the Flume contro¬ 
versy still lags and discussions of It 
were transferred from London to 
Paris. The Jugo-SInvs naturally nre 
pleased with President Wllson’k notes, 
and Premier Nlttl of Italy seems to he 
In conciliatory mood. 

Hungary, which has not necepted 
the peace treaty offered It, has elected 
Admiral Horthy regent governor of 
the country, and the adherents of the 
old regime were hopeful that this pre¬ 
saged its restoration. Rut the supreme 
council. It is said. Is determined that 
no Ilnpsburg shall he placed on the 
throne of either Austria or Hungary. 
Premier Nlttl, It Is reported, has de¬ 
manded of the supreme council n re¬ 
vision of the Hungarian treaty heenuse 
ns It stands It places fi.OOO.tXk) Magynrs 
In t lu? Jugo-Slav, Roumanian und 
Czecho-Slovak states. 

The peace "treaty with Turkey Is In 
the hands of experts for .completion, 
its main details having been deter¬ 
mined liy the.allied council. Besides 
the fentures already mentioned In 
these columns, It was decided that the 
Turkish warships shall he broken up, 
and that the army shall he reduced to 
such a point that it will be Ineffective 
against another country. There Is 
great disorder In Turkey, nml on 
Thursdny the cabinet resigned, Izzet 
Pasha being called on to form a new 
ministry. In connection \ylth the dis¬ 
turbed situation, the British navnl 
forces In the eastern Mediterranean 
are being largely Increased, and 
French troops have been dispatched to 
Constantinople. 

Both Y ranee and Portugal have been 
having serious labor troubles, and the 
latter Is still so a filleted. In France 
the rail workers declnred n general 
strike, hut the government took dras¬ 
tic measures and, with the aid o^thou- 
snnds of volunteer railway men, broke 
up the strike and forced the workers 
to necept a compromise. The disturb¬ 
ance- In Portugal also began with u 
rail strike which sprend to trntnwny8 
and postal and telegraph Hues. It was 
reported the workers had proclaimed 
n soviet form of government, hut this 
wns not confirmed. Of course the 
Portuguese monarchists, who are al¬ 
ways on the lookout for such chances, 
beenme uctlve und complicated mat¬ 
ters. 

Orgnnlzntlon of the American Farm 
Bureau federation was completed at 
a meeting in Chicago which was at¬ 
tended by representatives of more 
than 1,000,000 farmers. The organiza¬ 
tion has raised $500,000 for Its 1021 
program, and $1,000,000 Is promised 
for 1022. Part of the money will lie 
used to establish national headquar¬ 
ters and to pay officers and experts, 
some of whom will receive salaries us 
high ns $25,<KK> a year.

ARCTIC VISITOR TO BRITAIN 

Little Auk Frequently Driven Far In¬ 
land by Storms and Continued In¬ 
clement Weather Conditions. 

The little auk, n polar bird familiar 
to all arctic explorers, Is nil irregular 
winter visitor to the British Isles from 
the polar regions, chiefly arriving on 
the northern shores. During the se¬ 
vere winter only, however, do these 
birds make their appearance In largo 
numbers, being driven from the coasts 
far Inland by the violent storms ac¬ 
companied by arctic weather. 

In the memorable winter of 1894-95, 
when the temperature fell below zero 
In various parts of the country, n re- 
mnrknhle Invasion of these little birds 
took place along the northern and 
eastern shores of Britain. Another 
great Invasion of these birds took 
place during the severe wintry weath¬ 
er early In 1912, when the auk was 
found In abundance In vrfrlous inland 
localities. 

The nuk selects for Its nest holes 
nnd crevices In rocks nnd cliffs, into 
which It creeps a long way, nnd there 
lays Its single egg. out of reach of Its 
enemies, the arctic foxes. Tho eggs 
are of a very delicate, pule greenish- 
like blue color, faintly spotted. Like 
the razorbill, guillemot nnd other spe¬ 
cies, the little nuk has remarkably 
small wings, which are used tlnllke to 
propel themselves rapidly under wa¬ 
ter. Although so small, they fly with 
great speed, with rapid wing-beats. 

Roadside Crosses. 

The Mexicans have a quaint, hut 
rather appropriate custom concerning 
crossroads. If two friends happen to 
meet ut a crossroad ami then soon af¬ 
ter one of them should happen to die 
' the other returns to their lust meet¬ 
ing place ami erects u cross and says a 
j prayer for Ids dead “compadre." 
These little crosses are Just rough llt- 
ule wooden crosses propped up by little 
piles of stone, hut to the native they 
represent his sacred duty to a friend 
who has been so unfortunate as to die 
soon after having met lilm ut the cross¬ 
ing of the ways.

CHANGE OF OIL 
TO SAVE MOTOR 

Official of Large Motor Truck 
Concern Urges Practice as 
Protective Measure. 


KEROSENE QUITE INJURIOUS 

Little Chance of Changing Quality of 

Gasoline, Therefore- Variation of 
Lubrication Frequently Is 
Strongly Advocated. 

A campaign to call attention to the 
necessity of changing oil In motors 
every so many hundred miles has been 
Advocated by M. L. I'ulcher, vice pres¬ 
ident and general manager of a prom¬ 
inent motor truck company. He con¬ 
tends that failure to change oil fre¬ 
quently Is the main cause of the de¬ 
terioration of motors. 

Mr. I’ulcher points out that there 
Is so much kerosene In gasoline to¬ 
day that It has a tendency to run 
down past the pistons, get Into the 
lubricating oil and thin It. The ker¬ 
osene cuts the thin film of oil on the 
wearing surfaces of the pistons, pis¬ 
ton rings and cylinder walls. 

Bugbear of Inefficiency. 

With the film of oil on the wenr- 
fng parts of the motor broken, fric¬ 
tion. the bugbear of motor efficiency, 
starts 111. The pistons work up nud 
down through broken films of oil In 
i lubricating substance that has lost 
considerable of Its richness and tlilck- 
aess. 

There Is little chance of changing 
the quality of the gasoline. There¬ 
fore, to prolong the life of the motor 
the only thing* to do Is to change the 
lubricating oil frequently, possibly 
every 5 <k> to 1,U00 miles, be advocates. 

An experiment witnessed by Mr. 
I’ulcher recently Is instanced by him 
us proof that it Is the nonluhricutlog 
qualities of the ell that damage mo¬ 
tors. 

Result of Experiment. 

A motor was brought Into a shop 
with almost j015 Inches wear. The 
motor was ground to .020 Inches over¬ 
size. fitted with new pistons, put on 
the block and filled with good, clean 
otl. The motor w&i then run contin¬ 
uously for 00 hours am) during this 
time the oil was changed three times. 

When the motor was taken down 
tt showed no wear. 

The motor was again put together, 
oil it us taken from an old truck and 
the motor wus put through the same 00- 
tiour test without any change of oil. 
It showed .003 inches wear. Indicating 
that ‘ 1* the nonluhrlcattng qualities 

«,f the oil resulting from the kerosene 
working past the pistons and mixing 
with It that cause the deterioration of 
motors. 

The age of a motor may almost be 
said to deitend U|*on tlie number of 
t.dies the oil Is changed In it.

WILSON SUCKS 
TO DEC. 9 SCHEME 


Willing to Have Italy and 
Jugoslavs Try to Come to 
Agreement 

LEAVE aTbaNIA ALONE 


President Reiterates Resolve Not 
to Acquiesce in Pact of 
London—Replies to 
Allies’ Note. 


Washington, (By tlio Associated 
Press)—President Wilson accepts with 
reservations the proposal of the Brit¬ 
ish and French premiers that Italy 
und Yugoslavia undertake a settle¬ 
ment of the Adriatic question. 

He says if Italy and Yugoslavia pre¬ 
fer to abandon the so-called buffer 
state containing an overwhelming 
majority of Yugoslavs and desire to 
limit the proposed free state to the 
corpus separatum of Flume, placing 
the sovereignty iiv the league of na¬ 
tions, without either Italian or Yugo¬ 
slav control, tho United Slates is will¬ 
ing to leave the determination of the 
common frontier to Italy and Yugo¬ 
slavia. 

The President says he cannot pos- 
Gibly joint in the premiers’ suggestion 
that the memorandum settlement of 
Dec. 9 be withdrawn; declares that 
Albanian questions should not be In¬ 
cluded in the proposed Joint discus¬ 
sions, and reiterates that the United 
States cannot approve of the execu¬ 
tion of the terms of the treaty of Lon¬ 
don. 

Finally ho expresses the earnest 
hope that the allied governments will 
not find it necessary to decide o:i a 
course which the American govern¬ 
ment in accordance with its reiter¬ 
ated statement will be unable to fol¬ 
low. 

President Wilson's note in part, fol¬ 
lows: 

"The President desires to express 
Ills sincere and cordial interest in tho 
response of the French and British 
prime ministers received on Fob. 27. 
He notes with satisfaction their un¬ 
altered desire to reach 'an equitable 
solution in conformity alike with the 
principles of the peace conference and 
of the legitimate though conflicting as¬ 
pirations of the Italian and Yugoslav 
peoples.’ He further welcomes their 
expressed intention regarding certain 
essential points to urge upon the gov¬ 
ernments interested that they should 
bring their desires into line with the 
American point of view." 

“The President is surprised, how¬ 
ever, that they should find in the 
statement of his own willingness to 
leave to the joint agreement of Italy 
and Yugoslavia the settlement of their 
common frontiers In the Fiume re¬ 
gion and ground for suggestIty? the 
withdrawal of the joint memorandum 
of Dec. 9. In this he could not pos¬ 
sibly join. The memorandum repre¬ 
sents deliberate and disinterested 
judgment after months of earnest dis¬ 
cussion. It constituted more than a 
mere exchange of views; it was a 
statement of principles and a recapi¬ 
tulation of the chief points upon which 
agreement had been reached. There 
was thus afforded a summary review 
of those points of agreement of tho 
French, British and American govern¬ 
ments and the memorandum should 
remain as it tvas intended to he, tho 
basis of reference representing the 
combined opinion of these govern¬ 
ments. 

"In referring to the ‘common fron*- 
tier in the Fiume rryrion.' the Presi¬ 
dent had in mind the express desire 
of the two interested governments to 
abandon the project or the free state 
of Flume as defined in* the memoran¬ 
dum of Doc. 9. If, as he understands, 
the governments of Italy and the Serb- 
Croat-Slovene state [irefor to aban¬ 
don the so-called buffer state con¬ 
taining an overwhelming majority of 
Yugoslavs and desire to limit the pro¬ 
posed free state to the corpus separa¬ 
tum of Fiume, placing the sovereignty 
in the league of nations without either 
Italian or Yugoslav control, then the 
government of the United States is 
prepared to accept this proposal and 
is willing under such circumstances to 
leave the determination of the com¬ 
mon frontier to Italy and Yugoslavia. 

"In this connection the President de¬ 
sires to reiterate that he would [gladly 
approve a mutual agreement between 
the Italian and Yugoslav governments 
readied without prejudice to the terri¬ 
torial or other interests of any this 1 ) 
nation, hut Albanian questions should 
not be included in the proposed joint 
discussion of Italy and Yugoslavia, 
and the President must reaffirm that 
he cannot possibly approve any plan 
which assigns to Yugoslavia in the 
northern districts of Albania, terri¬ 
torial compensation for what she is 
deprived of elsewhere. Concerning 
the economic outlets for Yugoslavia 
In the region of Scutari suggested iu 
the note under reply, the President 
desires to refer to the memorandum 
of Dec. 9 as making adequate provi¬ 
sions to meet the needs of Yaroslav la. 

“Regarding the character and ap¬ 
plicability of the treaty of London, 
the President is led to speak with less 
reserve on account of the frank ob¬ 
servations of the French and British 
prime ministers. He is unable to find 
in the ‘exigencies of military strategy' 
sufficient warrant for exercising se¬ 
crecy with a government which was 
intimately associated with the signa¬ 
tories of the treaty'of lzindon in She 
gigantic task of defending human free¬ 
dom and which was being called upon 
for unlimited assistance and untold 
treasure. *

Recipes tire guides for the cook Just 
ns paper patterns are guides for the 
dressmaker. The good dressmaker 
does not purchase a new pattern for 
»nch new garment that she makes hut 
jses her plain sleeve, Iter plain waist, ! 
and her plain skirt patterns and niters 
llietn to meet Individual requirements 
and current styles. So tlie homemaker j 
should learn to simplify her food | 
preparation by using a few basic or i 
standard recipes, learning the general 
proportions of Ingredients in them and 
the standard method of combining 
these Ingredients and varying those 
recipes to meet her needs, rather than 
ollndl<y following every new recipe ap¬ 
pearing In cook book, magazine or 
newspaper. To analyze these new 
recipes, says the ofllce of home eco¬ 
nomics, would he to liml that almost 
nil of them nre variations of n few j 
simple patterns or types, divided cr 
multiplied, differently flavored, linked 
in a new form nr otherwise changed in 
some such detail. 

Quick batters nnd doughs make up 
n large group of our common foods 
for which recipes nre almost endless 
yet all nre variations of the few types 
fclvpn In the tuble. 

How to Mix the Ingredients (except 
for Pasty).—Mix sugar with shorten¬ 
ing. Add egg (in some cakes only the 
yollc is added nt this time—the sepa¬ 
rated white is folded In the batter nt 
the Inst). Add liquid und sifted dry 
Ingredients alternately. 

The Way to Make Pastry. —Mix fat 
nnd flour thoroughly, then add water 
slowly. Mix and roll thin. 

All of these basic recipes can be 
varied In n number of ways. Take the 
plain cake for example. By varying 
the flavoring, etc., one can hnve ninny 
recipes from the one-pattern recipe. 

Variations With One Batter. 

For Layer Cake. —Bake butter tn 
layer cake tips. The various layers 
may be differently colored If desired. 
l*tit together with tilling or frosting. 

For Chocolate Cake. —Add one 
square chocolate (one ounce or one- 
fourth cupful) and one talllespoonful 
less of flour than called for. Or while 
melting chocolate, make thick paste 
with two tahlespoonfuls boiling water. 


cooking it until thick and of about the 
same consistency as tin* cake batter. 
In the latter case the full amount of 
flour may bo used. 

Nut Cake. —Add one-half cupful fine¬ 
ly chopped or coarsely ground nut 
meats. Decrease fat one Inblespoon- 
ful. 

Spice Cake. —Add ono-lmlf ten spoon¬ 
ful cinnamon and one-fourth teaspoon¬ 
ful cloves. 

Very Dark Spice Cake. —Use brown 
sugar In plnce of white and one-lutlf 
tenspoonful each of cinnamon, cloves 
and nutmeg. 

Ribbon Cake. —Add to ono-tbird tlie 
batter one-fourth tenspoonful each of 
cinnamon, cloves, nutmeg nnd one- 
fourth cupful raisins cut into small 
pieces. Bake dark batter as one Inyof 
and light as two. But dark between 
with raisin jolly, fruit, chocolate or 
any desired Ailing. Or, divide butler 
and color as desired, pink, greeli, 
chocolate, etc., linking each portion 
separately nnd put together. 

Silver or White Cake. —Use four 
whites in plnce of two whole eggs and 
ndd one-half tnblespoonful butter. 

Gold or Yellow Cake. —Use foilr 
yolks In plnce of two whole eggs. 

Marble Cake. —Color about one-third 
of tlie batter by adding two tnlile- 
sponnfuls molasses or one talllespoon¬ 
ful cocoa or one square chocolate. But 
tin* plain mixture In the tin and Into 
this drop, by the spoonful, tlie dark 
mixture. This makes a mottled light 
and dark marble effort. 

Any of these may be linked in loaf, 
layer or nuillin tins. The enke In tlie 
illustration was made by using double 
the plain cake recipe, dividing the lu<» 
ter Into quarters, nnd varying the 
flirt-ors. To the batter used for the 
bottom layer, one-fourth eupfttl of 
raisins nml two tahlespoonfuls of 
shredded citron were added. To the 
next portion, one-half teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoonful nil- 
spice nnd one-eighth tenspoonful of nut¬ 
meg were added. The third portion 
was left plain, while the fourth por¬ 
tion or the top layer bad one-thin! 
square of melted chocolate added to It. 

Many other common recipes can be 
grouped in tlie same way as these bat¬ 
ters and doughs.

were measured by thl* definition of 
success. To make profits It la neces¬ 
sary to keep down the coat of produc¬ 
tion. The principal Item In the cost of 
production la the labor charge, the 
wages of the men. The employee man¬ 
ager set himself to his task. One ob¬ 
ject, one thought, was alwaya before 
him—keep down wages. He drilled 
this Idea Into his staff, his superin¬ 
tendents, his foremen. The first com¬ 
mandment of Rig Business to him was 
“make dividends or quit.” 

Evil In Over-Capitalization. 

Frequently these large Industrial 
corporations were greatly overcapital¬ 
ized. A corporation representing an 
nctunl Investment of $100,000,000 was 
organized for $. r >00.000.000. It didn't 
take a financier to see that $400,000,000 
of Its capitalization was wind, wnter. 
fake— w lie. The law that gave the 
corporation a right to exist forgot to 
keep It under control. The stock 
was sold, shares representing fiction 
ns well ns those representing value. 
The Captain of Industry spoke of the 
$400,000,000 of overcapitalization ns a 
"melon." The law should have writ¬ 
ten It down larceny. The selling of 
this stock was nothing more or less 
than obtaining money under false pre¬ 
tenses. When a working man ob¬ 
tained bread under fnlse pretenses he 
was sent to Jail. When honest men 
cried out against this grand lnrceny 
they were called muckrakers, agita¬ 
tors, and charged with provoking un¬ 
rest, disturbing business. If this did 
not silence them, paid publicity told 
the world that the stock was held by 
widows and orphnnB; that the attacks 
upon It were efforts to rob them. 

The state, the law, the government, 
had given dollars the right to organize. 
A corporation Is a union of dollars, ex¬ 
actly as a luhqr union Is an organiza¬ 
tion of men. The men organized ns a 
matter of self-defense. They knew the 
Individual no longer had n chance to 
register his coinplnlnt with the owner 
and that as an Individual the worker 
was utterly meaningless In such a 
Inrge scheme. When he complained 
he was told, "Take things ns thpy are, 
stop whining; If you don’t like your 
Jobs, quit. There are thousands of 
men waiting to step Into your shoes.” 

One of the first tilings the corpora¬ 
tion did was to deny to men the right 
the law gave It—the right to organize. 
In defiance of their attitude the men 
did organize and forged the strike ns a 
weapon with which to fight for their 
rights. The law had not kept pace 
with the times. It failed to furnish 
protection. It failed to provide a rea¬ 
sonable control over these powerful 
big combinations. The men asked for 
the privilege of collective bargaining. 
It was a simple request, a Just one; 
Its mennlng Is clear. The men wnnted 
the right to nppoint a committee to 
represent them and discuss with the 
men who hired them the terms of em¬ 
ployment. The directors, generally 
men who never snw the plant, tele¬ 
graphed the employee boss, the mnn- 
ngur, a direction to refuse the demand 
for collective bargaining. There was 
only one reply the men could innke. 
They made It. It was force—the 
strike. The last twenty-five years 
have been filled with strikes, which 
created waste and caused hate, which 
grew out of the refusal of Big Busi¬ 
ness to concede to men a right the law 
conferred on It, the right to orgnnlze. 

Capitalistic Duplicity. 

When the cost of living forced men 
to ask for an Increase in wages they 
were often met with the answer, "We 
can’t afTord It.” The men could not 
afford to work longer for the wnges 
they were getting, because they were 
unable to make both ends meet. The 
pay envelope was not large enough. 
The men pointed to the fact that the 
answer given by capital was not true. 
To show their good faith the capital¬ 
ists told the general public, "We are 
only making 3 per cent on our capital; 
men who loan money get 5 per cent." 
They did not tell the people they were 
receiving 3 per cent on $300,000,000, 
while the reul capital Invested was 
only $100,000,000. The sweat of men 
was being used to pgy dividends on 
$400,000,000. If the dividends earned 
were distributed over the capltul actu¬ 
ally Invested. $100,000,000, the profits 
would have been shown in their true 
light. The reasonableness of the de¬ 
mand of the men would have been dis¬ 
closed. It was a case of crooked capi¬ 
talization. lying to protect its Ill-got¬ 
ten guins. Big Business needs ethics— 
Captains of Industry need Ideals. 

Let me repent, the law left the men 
helpless. They had only one course— 
Fight, Strike! Strikes cause great 
public Inconvenience. The people 
smarting under hardships condemn 
und blame the strikers. Strikes have 
another effect that Is even worse. 
They harden hate Into a concrete class 
feeling. Strikes are responsible for 
the attitude of mind of many working 
men today who say, “I will do as little , 
work as possible for the money I get.” 

It is a vicious circle of hate. Co-oper¬ 
ation is made Impossible, confidence Is 
destroyed, trust killed; the chasui be¬ 
tween employer and employee Is wld- j 
ened and deepened. A final conse- 
quence of these physical and psycho* I 
logical effects Is the tendency towards 
riot. The strike is a training school. I 
It rievelo|is hate. It creates lawless¬ 
ness. Idleness, hunger, hate, irritation, i 
disregard of law which, when com- ! 
hlned and concentrated, make Revolu¬ 
tions. ^

So Much.

Not many years ago something hap¬ 
pened which changed the relations be¬ 
tween employer and employee. Tbnt 
happening has bad a marked effect 
upon Industrial discontent. Something 
was lost out of the relation between 
the owner and the men who worked 
for him. The human element, the per¬ 
sonal touch, between the boss nnA the 
workers stopped. With Its passing un¬ 
rest grew with great vigor. It was a 
new kind of unrest, too. It was a last¬ 
ing, determined, resolute discontent. 
This caine to pass In the day that 
smnll business entered the twilight. 

In the day of the smnll plant, busi¬ 
ness was owned and run by a man, or 
a number of men, doing business as a 
partnership. These men lived in the 
community In which their men lived. 
They worked with their men. In the 
front of the plnnt wns the office of the 
Boss. He wns on the Job. He wasn’t 
a hired boss, either—he wns the real 
boss—the owner. The sign under 
which the business was run bore his 
name. It Identified him with the busi¬ 
ness. The Boss bad Ills home In the 
city In which the plnnt was loented. 
Ills children went to the public school, 
frequently to the sntne school to which 
the children of his workmen went. If 
he wns a church-going man—and gen¬ 
erally he wns—he and his family went 
to religious services on Sunday to the 
same church that many of his men and 
their families nttended. The men who 
worked for him knew him, at least to 
the extent of recognizing him when 
they snw him. He knew many of them, 
and recognized them with a nod or 
“Good morning," when he snw them 
on the street. Few people realized 
how much this meant to harmonious 
relations In the Industrial world. 
When working men had a grievance, 
or thought they hnd, they took It di¬ 
rectly to the Boss. He talked It over 
with them. He wns reasonable nnd 
fair. If the complaint wns well found¬ 
ed It wns given consideration, a rem¬ 
edy wns found. The working man wns 
satisfied. He had hnd his say. He 
was treated ns a human being by n 
human being. He felt he was pnrt of 
the business—so did the Boss. 

Regulated by Public Opinion. 

In the day of smnll business, the 
owner of n factory or plant who paid 
his men an unliving wage wns a 
marked man In the community. Pub¬ 
lic opinion chastised him for his self¬ 
ishness and Inhumanity; The people 
said he was n sweater, a slave driver, 
and held him In contempt. They con¬ 
trasted his good clothes, the style of 
his family nnd his fine mansion, with 
the rugs his working men wore, the 
hovels In which they lived. He was 
pointed out. tinted, despised. The 
thought of the community was that It 
would he better for him and his to 
give up some of their excess luxury 
and give the men living wages. The 
disgrace fell not only upon his head, 
hut It followed his wife and children. 
When they went to church they were 
l<#iked upon us hypocrites, for all the 
people knew that every duy In the 
week he was Insulting the Christ he 
pretended to worship on the Suhbnth. 
Few men are so thick-skinned as not 
to feel the lash of public opinion. It 
Isn’t easy to hear the hate of one's 
neighbors. It Is natural for men to 
want the good opinion of their fellows. 
In The day of small business, public 
opinion held a lash over the Inhuman 
and greedy, kept hirers of men human, 
hut in the progress of the world the 
email employer was doomed to go. 

The partnership passed off the stage, 
and with it the personal touch between 
employer and employees. The corpo¬ 
ration, a soullc-- body, was horn of 
the law. It absorbed small plants and 
small businesses. It collected under 
a single roof thousands of men. The 
corporation, the combination, the trust, 
had come. This new order of doing 
business on a large scale was efficient 
—economical. It eliminated waste and 
duplication. It was a great, smooth- 
running machine. It represented prog¬ 
ress in doing the world's work. 

The corporation name did not dis¬ 
close the owner of Big Business. It 
was an Impersonal, inhuman thing. 
Frequently the stockholders did not 
live In the cities where the plants were 
located. The real owners were un¬ 
known to employees and public. Many 
of the large shareholders bad never 
seen the plant. The men who worked 
In the plants had never seen the men 
for w bom they worked. The man actu¬ 
ally running the business was only an 
employee. llt*)was paid a large salary 
and it was made plain to him when he 
was hired that his salary and his Job 
deluded on hts ability to make profits 
The o»r|>oratlon was organized for mil 
lions of dollars. The manager was ex 
parted to make dividends. The larger 
the dividend checks, the higher he was 
gated. His tenure of Job and

TESTING EGGS FOR MATCHING 


Satisfactory Csndlsr May Be Mads 
With Shoa Bex Largs Enough 
to Covsr Lamp. 

(Prepared by the United Staten Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture ) 

An egg, whether Impregnated or not. 
has a sumII grayish spot on the sur¬ 
face of the yolk known as the germinal 
spot. As soon as a fertile egg Is 
placed under a hen or In an Incubator 
development begins. All eggs should 
he tested nt least twice during tho 
period of Incubation, preferably on tho 
seventh nnd fourteenth daya, nnd tho 
Infertile eggs nnd deml germs removed. 
While eggs enn he tested on the fourth 
or fifth day, while the development In 
eggs hnvlng brown shells often enn not 
be seen by the use of an ordinary egg 
tester until the seventh day. Dead 
germs soon decay nnd give off a had 
odor If nllowed to remain under tho 
ben. Infertile eggs make good feed 
.or young chickens and nre often used 
In the home for culinary purposes. 
Moat Incubator companies furnish 
testing chimneys with their machines, 
which will fit ordinary lumps. Electric 
or gns lamps niny be used In a box 
with n hole slightly smaller tliim an 
egg cut In tlio side of the box and at 
the snme level ns the light. They niny 
also be tested by sunlight or daylight, 
using n shutter or curtain with a small 
hole In It for the light to shine through. 

A good homemade egg tester, or ran¬ 
dier, can he made with a large shoe 
box, or any box that In lnrg» enough 
to go over n lamp, by removing the 
end nnd cutting a hole a little larger 
than the size of a quarter In the bot¬ 
tom of the box, so thnt when it Is sot 
over a kerosene lamp the hole In tho 
bottom will he •opposite the blaze. A

hole* the size of a silver dollar should 
he cut In the top of the box to allow 
the heat to escape. 

The eggs are tested with the large 
end up, so that the size of the air cell 
may he seen ns well as the condition 
of the embryo. The testing should 
take place In a dark room. The Infer¬ 
tile egg. when held before the small 
hole, with the lamp lighted Inside the 
box, will look perfectly clear, the same 
ns n fresh one. while a fertile egg will 
show a small dark spot, known ns Hie 
embryo, with a mass of little blood 
veins extending In all directions, If Hie 
embryo Is living; if dead, and (be egg 
has been Incubated for at leust 40 
hours, the blood settles away from (be 
embryo toward the edges of the yolk, 
forming In some cases an Irregular 
circle of blood, known ns a blood ring. 
Kggs vary Iu this respect, some show¬ 
ing only a streak of blood. All infer¬ 
tile eggs should he removed nt—tlie 
first test. The eggs containing strong, 
living embryos*are dark ami well filled 
up on the fourteenth day, and show a 
clear, sharp, distinct line of demarca¬ 
tion between the air cell and the grow¬ 
ing embryo, while dead gyrms show 
only partial development, and lack (bis 
clear, distinct outline. 

FLOORS IN POULTRY HOUSES 

Must Be Kept Dry, as Dampness Is 
Fatal to Both Young and Old 
Fowls—Also Keep Clean. 

Poultry houses may be built with or 
without floors. In either case they 
should he dry, us dump floors make 
damp litters, and dampness Is fatal 
to both fowls mid chicks. If the house 
is ou dry, sandy soil, a dirt floor U 
usually quite satisfactory, hut as a 
rule it is more damp tliun board or 
cement floors, according to Hie Fulled 
States department of agriculture. Dirt 
floors should be scraped and new soil 
put In two or three times u year to 
keep them saultary. If hourd floors 
are used they should be both tight and 
smooth so fur us to muke them dry 
and easy to clean. If possible they 
should be eight or ten inches from the 
ground to allow a circulation of air 
and to prevent rats from harboring 
Milder them. 

DUCKLINGS THRIVE ON MASH 

Mixture of Cornmcal, Ground Peas* 
Bran and Middlings Is Fine for 
Young Fowls. 

Growing ducklings thrive best oo a 
feed composed of equal ] air la by meas¬ 
ure of cornmeal. ground peas, brua 
and middlings, all made into a thick 
uiusb either with scalding hot water 
or milk. The muah is Improved by 
adding short cut green grass, cio\«r or 
some otlisr green stuff, sod a few 
handfuls of owsrse snug.

The favorite native diversion, 
strangely enough, Is cricket, which was 
taught the Samoans hy British mis¬ 
sionaries long ago, and lias well nigh 
supplanted all the really Indigenous 
sports. But the Saiuoan has made of 
cricket a thing after his own barbaric 
heart, lie plays with 40 or ,"0 men 
on a side, so that a grand scrimmage 
Is inevitable; he roots with tomtom 
nnd with Intense excitement; and the 
winners always perform a ''serpentine,” 
which has all the characteristics of 
a savage war dance. 

TURN TO PRIVATE CURRENCY 

People of Siberia Satisfied With the 

Trade Checks That the Merchants 
Have Issued. 

Private trade-cheeks, issued hy firms 
and wealthy Individuals, have largely 
replaced the national currency in Si¬ 
beria. The ruble—in any form outside 
tlic metal disk—Is too unstable to In* 
accounted of real value and the work¬ 
man who finds himself with pockets 
full of "Omsk” or "Kerensky" cur¬ 
rency need hold no fear of being con¬ 
sidered a plutocrat. For tlie ruble, up 
to a few months ago worth half a dol¬ 
lar Ln exchange, lias diminished to 
somewhat loss than four cents, face 
value. True, the green paper variety 
labeled "Kerensky" commands a high¬ 
er premium than do tlte yellow-backed 
hills of Omsk; true, again, the tender 
of the former Is worth more tlinn 
either of the two aforementioned. But 
for all practical purposes the people 
of Vladivostok receive ami demand— 
quite as a matter of course—the quaint 
slips Issued hy their tradesmen. En¬ 
terprise on the part of the merchants, 
it may lie observed, keeps pace with 
tile times; for example, one Vladivo¬ 
stok restaurateur lias had Ids cheeks 
made to rend : “American Grill. Two 
Rubles. Not Good for Ever." 

Swordfish a Fathead. 

It surely would he imprudent to ad¬ 
dress that formidable creature, the 
swordfish as Fathead, yet the term 
would lie (ptite appropriate. 

The heads of one hundred average 
swordfish will yield sixty-five gallons 
of mi oil that lias high market value. 
Refined and sun blenched, It is Indis¬ 
tinguishable from whale oil, and fetch¬ 
es the same price. In fact, commer¬ 
cially, it Is whale oil. 

Whale oil Is obtained on ii much 
larger scale from halibut heads, which 
are treated in the same way ns the 
swordfish heads—I. e., cooked to a 
pulp with steam mid pressed, A short 
ton of them will yield forty gallons of 
oil. Boston and Gloucester (Muss.) 
tinnuully produce twelve thousand gal¬ 
lons of refined tfhule oil from halibut 
heads. 

Away back in tlio ’70s somebody dis¬ 
covered that salmon heads were rich 
in oil, and since then the production 
of it Inis been u considerable industry 
in connection with the Pacific salmon 
fishery. By 181)5 the annual output 
had risen to fifty thousand gallons.

"At first I was Inclined to blame the 
farmers for trying to get even with 
nntomohlllsts In general for the depre¬ 
dations committed by a few drivers 
who believe they are not having an 
enjoyable trip unless they take some¬ 
thing In Hie nature of fruit or vege¬ 
tables from the farms they pass.

When deflation Is due to an obscure 
cause (no puncture-producing object 
being found In any removed fruit the 
casing) there Is always a possibility 
that a puncture has been produced

The men who gathered at that event¬ 
ful meeting did many Important things. 
Including the selection of a home for 
the new pntrlotlc organization. They 
called It the American Legion, and 
under that name It will go down In 
the patriotic history of the United 
Slntes. 

The caucus also named n committee 
of fifteen to work in the United Slntes 
and to plnn for a national meeting 
within a year. This committee came 
home and a caucus was arranged for 
at St. Louis, May 8. 

The St. Louis meeting was n revela¬ 
tion. There several hundred men who 
hnd served their country nt home and 
abroad met and, forgetting both creed 
and politics, worked to Inject the prln 
clples of Americanism in one grent 
movement, the American Legion. At 
this meeting n Joint executive com¬ 
mittee was formed by men of flJ states 
with units In the Legion. This com¬ 
mittee formulated a basis for perma¬ 
nent organization and agreed that a 
constitutional convention of the Lez¬ 
ghin would be held In Minneapolis In 
November. An organization commit¬ 
tee of live was appointed to complete 
plans for the Mlnnenn« ,la mi-eting. 

Tills committee wns composed of 
Henry D. Llndsley of Texas, Bennett 
C. Clark of Missouri, Franklin D’Olier 
of Pennsylvania, Dr. Richard Derby of 
New York, and Eric Fisher Wood of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Llndsley wns 
chosen chairman of the committee uml 
because of that service and Ills suit- 
sequent work ns chairman of the Min¬ 
neapolis convention, the title of first 
commnnder of the American Legion 
wns conferred on ldin. Mr. Wood wns 
named the secretary. One Important 
step taken nt ‘the St. Louis meeting 
was thnt of asking the congress of 
the United States for a charter. This 
request was Intrusted to Luke Lea 
and Thomas W. Miller. The measure 
wns Introduced In both houses June 
27. Inst yenr. It passed the house of 
representatives August 27 and the sen¬ 
ate September 5. President Wilson 
signed the charter September lfl, com¬ 
pleting the work of granting a charter, 
the flrst ever granted to an organiza¬ 
tion of the nature of the American 
Legion. The legislative committee of 
the Legion also placed before the con¬ 
gress many other important legisla¬ 
tive matters. Including hills covering 
land grants for former service men, 
hills dealing with the question of the 
deportation of niton slackers and other 
matters of interest to men of the Le¬ 
gion. 

Important steps tnken nt the St 
I.ouls meeting provided for the open¬ 
ing of national houdqunrtors In New 
York and for Hie publication of a 
weekly periodical that would he of In¬ 
terest to former service men. Plans 
also were made to have three well- 
known men of the legion visit different 
parts of the country to further Hie In¬ 
terests of the new organization. The 
men chosen were Theodore Roosevelt, 
Jr.. John I*. J. Herbert and John W. 
Inzer. These made tours of the coun¬ 
try to advance the organizet Ion of 
local posts. When the American Le¬ 
gion met in Minneapolis the member¬ 
ship hud passed the 750.1X10 mark, and 
It was predicted that the million murk 
would he reached in a few months. 
There now are more than 8.000 Amer¬ 
ican Legion posts In the Pulled Slates, 
Alaska. Cuba and Hawaii. 

Franklin D'Olier of Pennsylvania Is 
the new commander of the American 
Legion. lie, with other new officers 
of the Legion have opened headquar¬ 
ters offices of the Legion In Indiau- 
apolis. And Indianapolis aud Indiana, 
feeling a Joint pride iu the honor paid 
Hie state by the American Legtou. wel¬ 
comes them. When they came they 
heard that ludianui>olls was preparing 
to erect a memorial to her fighting 
sons that wilt serve not ouly as a horn* 
for the American Legion, hut for other 
patriotic bodies. Including the veterans 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
aud the SpauLsh-American w ar. 


N o PATRIOTIC organization In 
the history of the world has 
had such remarkable growth 
as the American Legion, and 
It Is going forward with a speed that 
Indicates r. membership of 2,000,000 
tiefore the end of tlie present yenr. 
The Grand Army of the Republic, 
founded following the Civil war, 
reached Its peak In 1000, when Hie 
roster showed n half million members. 
With 4,800,000 to draw from, It Is pre¬ 
dicted that with the present campaign 
for 100 per cent Americanism, the 
roster of the American Legion will he 
above the 2,000,(XX) mark by 1021. 

The Grand Army of the Republic 
tins plnyed nil Important part In the 
life of the republic. Once or twice 
politics threatened Its total disrup¬ 
tion, particularly In Hie year preced¬ 
ing the election of Gen. John A. I.i>- 
gan as commander Iti chief. General 
Logan succeeded In steadying the boat. 
The disaffection grew out of reports 
that men with hnd Civil war records 
were receiving preferment In appoint¬ 
ment to political offices. 

To MnJ. Benjnmln F. Stephenson of 
Decatur, III., belongs Hie hpnor of 
founding the Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public. In 1800, the year following 
the close of the Civil war. Major 
Stephenson called together a handful 
of veterans nt Decatur and established 
the flrst post. Only one charter mem- 
ticr of the Grand Army still Is living, 
•Cupt. It. A. Smith of Lake City, In. 

Major Stephenson. In council with 
some of his comrades, drafted a secret 
ritual. It wns a wordy, oratorical af¬ 
fair and was revised In Inter years. 
The ritual was so pretentious that it 
was hard to find printers who could 
set the type, hut Major Stephenson 
finally rounded up Isnac Coltrin and 
Joseph Prior, printers who served In 
Hie Union army and entitled to know 
the contents of the ritual when they 
Joined the Grand Army. 

Twelve men constituted Hie flrst 
post and the hall In which they met 
still Is a hallowed landmark In Deca¬ 
tur. The Grand Army nt flrst wns n 
sort of vlgllunce committee that sought 
out persons given to disloyal ut¬ 
terances, and soon hnd them marked 
for punishment If they did not de¬ 
sist. The men of the Grand Army de¬ 
manded a hundred per cent American¬ 
ism. Just ns the American Legion 
makes It plain that only one flag. Old 
Glory, will lie tolerated In tills laud of 
ours. On through the years the Grand 
Army has stood for this same prin¬ 
ciple of patriotism, hut death has been 
removing Its comrades nt a rapid rule 
and the ranks have diminished until 
now only a few more Hiun 100,000 re¬ 
main. 

The Amerlcnn Legion wns horn In 
France, and It was tilting to have It 
so, for in Flanders fields repose thou¬ 
sands of American soldiers who died 
that the principles of American free¬ 
dom might live. On February 15, 1019, 
twenty Amerlcnn officers, who hud 
been assembled in Purls to discuss cou- 
ditlons til the American expeditionary 
forces, met at the Inter-Allied club and 
there talked of the formation of an 
after-wur organization that would look 
to the well-belug of the men of the 
service both on land and sea. 

The decislou was made at this con¬ 
ference to start un afier-the-war or¬ 
ganization. while the men were yet In 
France. Thus they would go hack to 
America with their minds and hearts 
centered on protecting the principles 
they hud fought for. And they came 
home to find that the great army of 
men in American training camps were 
ready, too. They hud not crossed the 
kcu. hut they were wilting to go and 
were equally willing to participate In 
nuv movement that nieuul a bigger, 
strouger America. 

The twenty men who met in confer¬ 
ence February 15. 1919. In Paris agreed 
ut that time to call a caucus of meu 
representing every branch of war serv¬ 
ice and the caucus assembled lu Parts 
March' 15. continuing for two days.

Latest On Hold-Up 

Of Street Railway 


Only $28,000! 

That Ib said to be the sum that the 
ti ustees of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway want the town of Wey¬ 
mouth to appropriate, to secure a 
continuance of service in Weymouth. 

This sum Is said to be the limit al¬ 
lowed under the act of the Legislature 
of 1919. 

And It is for limited service, too, 
for It does not include the Pleasant 
street route between Jackson square 
and Columbian square. 

The trustees say the Pleasant street 
route Is entirely out of the question, 
because it dooB not pay. 

BUT. the East Weymouth and Brain¬ 
tree route is paying NOW, and paying 
good. WHY should the town be called 
upon to make a contribution to retain 
that service? 

The East Weymouth and Neponset 
route comes under the Quincy divis¬ 
ion, and it is said service will be con¬ 
tinued regardless of how Weymouth 
votes. 

The route between Lincoln square 
and Columbian square is not an ex* 
pensive one to operate, except during 
the winter storms, and Weymouth 
should not be asked to contribute 
$1:8,000 per year to continue that ser¬ 
vice. 

Why, $28,000 is over $500 per w’eck, 
and would Increase the tax rate about 
$2 per $1,000. 


Weymouth should not be expected 
to finance the road between Washing¬ 
ton square nnd the Braintree depot; 
or between the Weymouth line and 
Rockland; or between the Weymouth 
line and Htngham depot. 

There is no more reason why the 
taxpayers of Weymouth should be 
asked to contribute to the street rail¬ 
way company, than to the Weymouth 
Light and Power Company, the Old 
Colony Gas Company, the Gazette and 
Transcript Publishing Company, or the 
shoe manufacturers. 

For over 20 years the Btreet railway 
routes of Weymouth were successfully 
operated on n five cent fare. Why this 
alleged deficit on a 10 nnd 15 cent 
fare? 

Nobody In Weymouth wants the 
street ear service discontinued. Such 
action would be a serious blow to the 
town in many ways. But the people 
pi otest emphatically against a hold-up. 
An appropriation now would only be 
h temporary adjustment. B y no means 
a settlement. 

The people seem ready to meet the 
Issue NOW. If the company discon¬ 
tinues its service, it should forfeit its 
ftanchlse. 

Then a local street railway should 
he organized, or a franchise granted 
to a bus company which will operate 
upon a regular schedule as in Western 
states. 

The street railway problem Is fur¬ 


ther considered in the second section 
of the Gazette. 

*A record breaking attendance Is 
expected at the adjournd town meet¬ 
ing next Monday evening, and It may 
b" necessary to exclude women and 
non-voters.

CURRENT EVENTS 


Reactionaries Under Kapp and 
Luettwitz Seize Berlin and 
Oust Ebert. 


GERMAN REPUBLIC DISSOLVED 


Turkish Conditions Compel Allies to 
Show Force—Russia Again Seeks 

Peace—Supreme Council on Eco¬ 
nomic Restoration—Another 
Final Struggle In Senate 
Over the Treaty.

Germany now appears to be actually 
In the throes of the counter-fevolu- 
tlonnry monarchist struggle that has 
loomed large of Into In all the news 
from Berlin. What has been the gov¬ 
ernment has now censed to exist. The 
power of the state Is In the hands of 
the factions in favor of restoring a 
monarchy in Germany, with some rela¬ 
tive of William Hohensollern on the 
throne. These factions have been try¬ 
ing to overthrow the republic and bring 
about the downfall of 1’resldent Ebert. 

General Director Kapp Is reported 
to be at the head of this “revolution.” 
General I.uettwltz Is slated to he com¬ 
mander In chief of the military forces. 
These nnmes Indicate Its reactionary 
character.- Dr. Kapp was president of 
the fatherland party, which favored 
carylng on the war to the hitter end. 
After the armistice the Socialists 
clamored for his arrest, charging that 
he had prolonged the war anil hinder¬ 
ed i>ence. 

MuJ. Gen. Luettwitz was military 
governor of Belgium In the early days 
of the war. He Is thoroughly Prussian 
and has been strong In his opposition 
to the peace terms. He has un Ameri¬ 
can wife, horn Cary, of Cleveland. 

The military power behind Kapp 
and Luettwitz Is presumably troops re¬ 
cently returned from the Baltic states. 
These troops are believed to ho In con¬ 
trol of Berlin. 

All sorts of possibilities are In the 
air. The national assembly has been 
dissolved. The Socialist parties have 
declared a general strike. Some sort 
of a government Is being formed. In 
the meantime Kapp Is practically a 
dictator. 


* Conditions In Turkey have been going 
from bad to worse until the supreme 
council of the allies has been driven 
not only to adopt drastic measures but 
even to plan foY the temporary tak¬ 
ing over of certain of the Turkish 
government activities. Including the 
war department. If the Turks behave 
themselves better Htid cease the mas- i 
sucrlng of Armenians this control will 
be only temporary. I'rged especially 
by Premier Venlzelos of Greece, the 
council Is said to have ordered the 
occupation of Important points In Asi¬ 
atic and Kurop.-an Turkey by allied 
military and naval forces In the be¬ 
lief that strong showing of military 
force would bring the Turks around 
to their senses. If this Is not suffi¬ 
cient. it may he necessary to start 
operations against Mustapha Kernel 
Pasha, the Turkish commander In 
Asiatic Turkey, and It Is believed 
these would lie carried out by the 
Greek army of 90.000 men now In the 
Bmynia region. 

Since the recent massacre In Ma- 
rash similar outrages have occurred 
In a number of other places and It 
Is reported that Turks. Kurds and 
Arabs are besieging Alntah. Prfa, Dla- 
bekr. Mardtn and other towns. In 
all these places there are American 
relief workers who ure In danger, and 
many days ago Consul J. B. Jackson 
at Alep|to asked our state departiueut 
to send a squadron of warships to 
Port Alexatniretta. The French gar¬ 
risons, however, are the chief objects 
of attack aud considerable French re¬ 
inforcements have -been sent to Cili¬ 
cia. 

The trouble In Turkey, which is 
said to he directed from Berilu and 
sup|Mirted by the bolshevlkl. is a part 
of the geueral right being put up in 

Egypt. Mesopotamia and other coun¬ 
tries by so-called nationalists a ho are 


nttncklng the British rule. Dispatches 
from Turkey assert that Prince Felsal 
of the Ilcd.lnz kingdom Is Implicated 
In It and has suggested n possible 
union of Turkey, Syria and the Hedjaz. 
The situation Is becoming almost as 
complicated and difficult to under¬ 
stand ns that In Russia some months 
ngo. 


What wns heralded ns n great drive 
against Poland by the nussinn bolslie- 
vlkl wns turned Into a decisive defeat 
of the latter when tho Poles took two 
Important railway Junctions and a 
lnrge number of prisoners, including 
an entire division stnfT. Immediately 
thereafter Tchltcherln, soviet foreign 
minister, sent another peace note to 
Warsaw, asking when and where the 
pence delegates of all the border na¬ 
tions might meet with the representa¬ 
tives of the bolshevik). He nsked Po- 
land to refrain from further hostilities 
and explained that the soviet opera¬ 
tions on the Lithuanian and White 
Ruthenlnn fronts, which the Poles had 
broken up, were Inspired hy fear tlint 
the Poles Intended to start a drive 
against the Ukraine. President Pilsuri- 
skl’s position In Poland was grently 
strengthened by the victory of his 
troops and the attitude of the Mos¬ 
cow government. 

The Roumanians nnd the bolshevik! 
are In a fair way to make peace, ne¬ 
gotiations now being under way at 
Dorna-Watra In Rukowlna. As n pre¬ 
liminary the Roumanians demand that 
the soviet troops he withdrawn from 
the frontier and that commercial rela¬ 
tions bo resumed. It now appears like¬ 
ly that Rouinanla will succeed In her 
grent purpose of nnnexlng, or recov¬ 
ering, Bessarubla. 


The supreme council of the allies, 
taking note of the distressing state of 
the world In general, has Issued a 
memorandum on economic conditions 
that Is welcomed hy all serious mind¬ 
ed persons. For the preservation of 
civilization It urges, ns might he ex¬ 
pected, the early and complete res¬ 
toration of peace conditions, with nor¬ 
mal gconomlc relations, reduction of 
urmie.s to a peace footing nnd limita¬ 
tion of nrmnments; the encourage¬ 
ment of Inrger nnd better output by 
workers everywhere; the suppression 
of extravagance, nnd deflation of 
credit nnd currency; nnd assistance 
for countries that are now unproduc¬ 
tive for lack of raw materials. With¬ 
out any suggestion of mitigating the 
treaty terms It Is stated that Germany 
and especially Austria must be en¬ 
abled to obtain foodstuffs nnd raw 
materials In order that they may re¬ 
cover enough to pay the Indemnity 
demanded of them, nnd It Is declared 
that the total of the reparation must 
be fixed at the earliest possible time. 
There Is even a suggestion that Ger¬ 
many should he allowed to raise an 
International loan to meet her Imme¬ 
diate needs. In this proposed line of 
conduct toward the vanquished na¬ 
tions the supreme council is fuclng the 
facts with business calculation, not 
with seiitlmentul feelings. 


At frequent Intervals the opposing 
forces tn the senate have entered on 
what Is described hy the Washington 
correspondents as the decisive strug¬ 
gle over the pence treaty of Versailles. 
At this writing they are engaged In 
unother of those combats, and the 
prospect ts that this time It really will 
be decisive. Early In the week Presi¬ 
dent Wilson, rather than to confer 
with a rer.esentatlve of the compro- 
mlsers, wrote u long letter to SeiiHtor 
Hitchcock In which he reasserted hts 
old jiosltion regarding the treaty, con¬ 
demned the reservations as a nullifi¬ 
cation of the League of Nations cove¬ 
nant and pleaded for consideration of 
the needs of humanity Instead of “spe¬ 
cial national Interests." He demand¬ 
ed that article lo lie accepted un¬ 
changed and asserted that to refuse to 
accept the moral obligation required 
by It would l>e a breach of good faith. 
If the United States cannot enter the ! 
league with full responsibility, he said. 
It should retire gracefully from the 
l great concert of powers. Article 10. 

| said the president represents the re¬ 
nunciation by the otlter great ftowers 
; of their old Imperialistic Ideas and 
! aims, and Its doctrine is the essence 
of Americanism. He continued: 

“MilltfarUtic ambitions and Imperial¬ 
istic policies are by no means dead. 

' even In the councils of the natlous 
1 whom we moat trust and with whom 


we most desire to ho associated In the 
tasks of pence." And then ho added 
the surprising statement that tho mili¬ 
taristic pnrty of France which was 
prevented from get tint the upper hand 
during the pence conference Is In con¬ 
trol there now. In evident nlluslon to 
Vincent Grey’s letter, lie says he is 
“not willing to trust to the counsel of 
diplomats the working out of any snl- 
vntlon of the world from things which 
It Ims gulTorod.” 

Quite naturally, Mr. Wilson’s refer¬ 
ences to French policies annoyed the 
French government nnd enraged the 
French people. It whs reported that 
Ambassador Jussernnd had been In¬ 
structed to ask our stnte department 
for a more explicit explanation of the 
president's meaning. 

That the president’s letter sounded 
the knell of the treaty wns the gen¬ 
eral opinion, for while there were 
some further feeble efforts at compro¬ 
mise, the senators prepared them¬ 
selves for a final tight In which It wns 
believed enough Democrats would he 
rallied to the support of the president 
to prevent ratification with reserva¬ 
tions, provided the “Irreconcilable’’ 
Republicans voted with them. 


The Insurgent Democrats, most of 
whom are up for re-election this year, 
are Inclined to think Brynn was right 
when he snld the pnrty could not af¬ 
ford to go before the country on the 
Issue of article 10. yet that Is the pros¬ 
pect that confronts the Democrats. 
And If that Is mude the Issue, it Is 
predicted thnt Mr. Wilson will he com¬ 
pelled to reconsider his reported de¬ 
cision not to seek a third term. Of 
the administration Democrats who are 
nfter the nomination Attorney General 
1‘nlmer Is the only one who Is trying 
to capture Instructed delegations, nnd 
of course If his chief determined to 
run again, Mr. Palmer would have to 
stand aside. The others, like McAdoo, 
have been contenting themselves with 
keeping their nnmes before tho public 
nnd advising the sending of uninstruct¬ 
ed delegates to San Francisco. 

Many of the Republicans welcomed 
the chance to make article 10 the Is¬ 
sue of the campaign, the Irrecondl- 
nhles especially being pleased. The 
situation served to boost the stock of 
Senator Hiram Johnson considerably. 
Two of his colleagues, Kenyon of Iown 
and Norris of Nebraska, promptly an¬ 
nounced thnt they would support his 
candidacy. “The president has mnde 
the Issue,” snld Kenyon. “It Is arti¬ 
cle 10. Let the fight come. Let the 
Democrats nominate Woodrow Wilson 
under the white flag of International¬ 
ism nnd the Republicans nominate Ill- 
ram Johnson under the Stars and 
Stripes of Americanism." 

So far, however, tlie tnnln contest¬ 
ants for the Republican nomination re- 
mnln as before. General Wood and 
Governor Lowden. Roth have mnde 
considerable progress und nlso their 
managers have succeeded In stirring up 
n good deal of bitterness tn some 
states, notably Illinois, where the Lmv- 
den men thought the Wood forces were 
trying to trespass on their preserves. 
When Frank Hitchcock became active¬ 
ly engaged In the Wood cnmpalgn It 
was believed this would assure for the 
general the support of ull the south¬ 
ern states, where Hitchcock built up 
n smooth-working machine when he 
was postmaster general. But this 
Ideu received a Jolt last week when 
the North Carolina state convention 
Indorsed the candidacy of Judge Peter 
C. Pritchard. 

Herbert Hoover has done something 
to make dear his political affiliations. 
In a letter to u California admirer he 
says it U well known that he was a 
progressive Republican before the 
war, and that he Is now un indepen¬ 
dent progressive. 

The president’s commission for set¬ 
tlement of the coal mine labor troubles 
was unable last week to formulate a 
unanimous report as Mr. Wilson re¬ 
quested. hut one was forwarded to 
the White House, signed hy IVule. rep¬ 
resenting the owners, und Robinson, 
representing the public. White, repre¬ 
senting the miners, refused to concur. 

The Supreme court of the United 
States dealt the national treasury 
rather a severe blow lust week when 
It decided that stock dividends of cor- 
jM>ralions are not taxable as Income. 
The goverumeut will be couqiellad to 
return a huge sum—mujLe as much as 
9100.000.000—already collected. Many 
corporations that have been accumu¬ 
lating big surpluses have heeu await¬ 
ing the decision to “cut melons,"

Mrs. Maria Horton Chappell, the 
oldest resident of Seekonk, R. 1., and 
one of the oldest persons in this coun¬ 
try, recently observed her 105tli birth¬ 
day at her home with her daughter, 
Mrs. Francis B. Weson. 

Herbert Whittemore. a traveling 
salesman for a Haverhill, Mass., con¬ 
cern, and a companion, hold the rec¬ 
ord, as far as is known, for walking 
the longest distance to reach home af¬ 
ter being marooned by the recent 
storm in Rockingham, N. H. 

"Scandalously lethargic and expen¬ 
sive” was the description of the ad¬ 
ministration of state business, given 
by Senator John J. Walsh of Boston 
at a hearing before the committee on 
labor on a petition that all employ¬ 
ment agencies be placed under control 
of the state department of labor and 
industries.

Mll- 
ltken at Washington. 

Mrs. Franklin P. 8humway of Mel¬ 
rose, Mass., for the past four years 
State vice regent of the Massachusetts 
Society of Daughters of tho American 
Revolution, has been elected Stale 
Regent of that organization, as the re¬ 
sult of the annual election of officers. 

A bill which would abolish capital 
punishment was reported In Mas- 
nsclmsetts by the legislative commit¬ 
tee on Judiciary. Tho bill, filed by 
Representative Stone, provides that 
any person found guilty of murder In 
Iho first degree shall he punished by 
imprisonment for life. 

Articles of incorporation of the Mac¬ 
Millan Arctic association, which will 
finance the expedition of Donald B. 
MacMillan to Baffin Land In the Arc¬ 
tic region next year, have been filed 
in Portland. The association is com¬ 
posed of alumni of Ilowdoln college 
and other friends of the explorer. 

The Maine Sheep and Wool Grow¬ 
ers’ Association has been incorporat¬ 
ed. Tho establishment of a ware¬ 
house at some central point in the 
State has been advocated, but it is 
probable that as a beginning arrange¬ 
ments will be made with some reliable 
commission house to handle the pro¬ 
ject. 

The Artists’ Club of Hartford. Conn., 
ts taking steps to prevent tho destruc¬ 
tion of the former homo of “Mark 
Twain" which the owner is to raze 
thnt he may erect on the site n mod¬ 
ern apartment house. A campaign will 
be instituted to raise funds from ad¬ 
mirers of Samuel L. Clemens in all 
parts of the country. 

District Attorney Joseph C. Pelle¬ 
tier, speaking before the West Somer¬ 
ville, Mass., Civic Association, advo¬ 
cated the removal of the state prison 
to some point outside metropolitan 
Boston. He said that while Deer Is¬ 
land wns not an ideal place for the 
prison, it was infinitely better than 
the present location. 

Only the locomotive smokestack of 
a Central New England freight train 
of five cars, including a caboose, could 
he seen hy men searching for a lost 
train on Winchell Mountain, between 
Millerton and Pine Planes, N. Y. The 
train was stalled In Saturday’s bliz¬ 
zard.

Frank A. Sajles of Pawtucket, R. T.. 
considered to he the wealthiest elll- 
zen of Rhode Island, and one of tho 
lending figures In the textile Industry 
In the United States, died in New 
York. Mr. Snyles was owner of tho 
Snvles bleaehory In Pawtucket, tho 
largest bleaching, dyeing and mercer¬ 
izing plants under one head in this 
part of the United States. 

Wilfred llodwell, ex-cashier of Iho 
City National Bank of Norwalk. 
Conn., nnd for many years city treas¬ 
urer of Norwalk, was sentenced to 
serve one year in the Fairfield County 
Jail at Bridgeport by Judge Edwin S. 
Thomas in the United States District 
Court. llodwell was indicted on 
charges of embezzlement of $31,000 
from the hank and falsifying the 
bank’s accounts, and he pleaded 
guilty. 

A total of $127,362.35 in taxes and 
betterments for the use of Quincy 
Point during the war will he paid Into 
the Quincy city coffers hy the United 
States. Mayor Whiton returned from 
Washington and brought hack with 
him a chock for $79,108.96 as payment. 
Quincy Point during the war was used 
by the United States Housing Corpor¬ 
ation ns a site for 235 workingmen's 
dormitories. According to Washing¬ 
ton authorities, these dormitory build¬ 
ings have been purchased by W. A. 
Pride of Medford, Mass., for $17,000. 

The act of Congress, npproved by 
the President, prohibiting the libelling 
of government or shipping hoard ves¬ 
sels ami their cargoes, was applied ill 
the federal district court in Boston a 
few hours nfter Its approval, when 
Judge Morton dismissed a libel placed 
on the shipping board steamship Lako 
Forkvllle. The libel, brought by three 
members of the crew to recover for 
wages, clothing and personal effects, 
was filed In tho morning. Deputy 
United States Marshall Bancroft at 
once placed a keeper in charge of tho 
vessel. Early in the afternoon a tel¬ 
egram was received from Washington 
at the federal district attorney's office, 
stating that the new law, forbidding 
proceedings against government ves¬ 
sels, had been npproved. Asst. ,U. H. 
Lewis Goldberg went before Judge- 
Morton a few minutes later and asked 
thnt the libel be dismissed.

ltnro orchids from every country 
under the sun are to be exhibited at 
the great Orchid Show of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Horticultural Society, which 
will be held at Horticultural Hall, 
in Boston, Wednesday to Sunday. 
March 24-28. Application's for space 
will exceed the capacity of the exhibi¬ 
tion halls. More than three hundred 
thousand dollars' worth of orchids, it 
is estimated, will be shown. 

Albert C. Burragc, of Boston, who 
has the largest private collection of 
orchids In this country, will make an 
exhibit from his twenty or more green¬ 
houses at "Orchidvale,’’ near Beverly 
Farms which will completely fill the 
large lecture hall. The ball will be 
arranged with trees, palms and other 
tropical vegetation, with the orchids 
growing on them as they do In their 
native haunts. Although made to ap¬ 
pear like a section of tho tropical 
jungle the various plants will be dis¬ 
played to show each one to the best 
advantage. Orchid growers of Boston, 
western Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New York and Philadelphia will ex¬ 
hibit at the coming show. 

Asst. Director E. H. Wilson of the 
Arnold Arboretum announces that that 
Institution will make an exhibit of 
some 130 Japanese azaleas which 
have never before been shown in this 
country. These plants were secured 
from Japan and are now being pre¬ 
pared in the famous Sargent green¬ 
houses at Brookline so that they will 
be in flower at the time of the exhi¬ 
bition In March. There will also be 
large exhibits of other plants, but the 
orchids will be the main feature of 
the show, more than 33,500 in addition 
to gold, silver, and bronze medals 
having been allotted for prizes for this 
class of plants and flowers alone. 

The purpose of this exhibition Is to 
interest a larger number of people in 
this most beautiful class of plants. The 
extension of orchid culture within the 
last quarter of a century has been re¬ 
markable. In large collections there 
still remains a wide field for the ex¬ 
ercise of cultural skill, and It Is to 
develop this that the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society Is holding this 
exhibition and offering large prizes. 

When orchids were first Introduced 
into the greenhouses of Great Britain, 
in 1769. having been brought from the 
West Indies by naval officers and men 
in the merchant service who found 
them growing on trees, little was 
known about them. These "air plants" 
*s they were called, were a puzzle to 
horticulturists, who tried to raise 
:heni in a hot steamy temperature. Up 
to the middle of last century these 
plants perished in the hothouses of 
England almost as fast as they were 
received. When the conditions under 
which they grew naturally were under¬ 
stood. it became possible to raise them 
’omuiercially. 

England was far ahead of this coun¬ 
try In the growing of orchids, and if 
the coming Boston orchid exhibition 
does nothing else it will show the 
strides made in horticulture in this 
country which have placed us on a 
favorable plane of compariaon with 
the English in the matter of orchid 
culture. In the records of the Botanic 
Garden at Cambridge, Mass. mention 
was made ot a single orchid which the 
garden possessed in 1318. The first 
record of an orchid exhibited in this 
country was Juue 24. 1837. when Mar 
shall P. Wilder exhibited a plant of 
Oncidium flexuosum before the Mas 
sacbusetus Horticultural Society. The 
first orchid collection In this country, 
so far as is known, was that of John 
Wright Booll. who had a garden 
where the Revere House in Boston 
stood nnlil recently. In which was a 
small lot of orchids sent from Eng¬ 
land. About 1850 Erastus Corning of 
Albany, N. Y., laid the foundation of 
an orchid collection which was once 
one of the horticultural wonders of 
▲Moslem. laaac Buchanan of Aatorit, 
U X, was a Aurtat who brought Cat 
from England In 1340 


and increased his collection until he 
had more than 2,000 orchids, which 
was considered a wonderful number 
forty years ago, although today the 
collection of A. C. Burrage of Beverly 
Farms, Mass., contains more than 25,- 
000 orchid plants. 

The first orchid exhibition in Amer¬ 
ica was a commercial enterprise, or¬ 
ganized by New York florists and giv¬ 
en in New York City in 1887. Plants 
and cut blooms of 158 varieties were 
shown, and these "air plants" as they 
were called, attracted much attention. 
In the coming Boston Orchid Show- 
several hundred varieties will be 
shown, and they come 'from every 
country where orchids are known to 
grow. 

The long botunical names of many 
orchids have probably kept many peo¬ 
ple from studying this class of plants. 
The commoner types, however, may be 
known after half an hour’s study of 
an orchid exhibition. The gorgeous 
purple Cattleyas, so often seen in flor¬ 
ist’s windows, are familiar to almost 
everyone. The white Cattleyas bring 
enormous prices, and the late F. L. 
Ames paid J1.000 for a single plant 
to that time tills was tho highest sum 
ot that time this was the highest sum 
paid in this country for an orchid, but 
since then plants valued at |5,000 have 
been raised, and $500 has been paid 
for the pollen from a single flower, 
which makes diamonds cheap by com¬ 
parison. 

While tjhe Cattleyas and Cypripedi- 
ums or “ladies' slipper" are- more cul¬ 
tivated by florists than any other var¬ 
iety in this country, the Dendrobl- 
ums, which bear butterfly-like blos¬ 
soms on hard, woody stalks, are 
among the most lovely of orchids. 
The Odontoglossums are the most 
beautiful of the orchid species and 
will be seen in great variety at the 
coming exhibition. The Vanda coer- 
ulla, or "blue orchid" is a striking 
variety. The Coelogynes are easily- 
grown orchids which furnish masses 
of lovely white flowers. Oncidlums are 
popular orchids, with spidery and gro 
tesque blossoms of various colors 
Calanthes, with long spikes of rosy 
white flowers are another attractive 
variety. The Miltonias, or “necklace 
orchids" as they are sometimes called, 
have long strings of flowers The 
Cymbidiums, which bear peculiar¬ 
shaped blossoms on a spike, and un¬ 
easily cultivated, are becoming very 
popular. The Cyprlpediutnu are 
known to everybody, but the number 
of varieties of thorn is astonishing 
and the variations In color are In 
numerable. 

Orchids originally attracted alien 
tion not so much by their beauty as 
because many of them assumed 
strange and grotesque forms. All this 
has been changed by hybridization, 
the greenhouse orchids having large¬ 
ly supplanted the natural varieties by 
reason of their beauty of color and 
form, their perfume and the fact that 
they are more easily cultivated than 
the imported plants. Orchids were 
successfully raised from seed in Eng¬ 
land in 1849. Since that day hun¬ 
dreds of seedling orchids have been 
added to collections. To produce new 
varieties Is slow work, however, as 
some varieties do not come to flower 
for several years An interesting ex¬ 
hibit at the Boston Show will he that 
of the process of hybridizing and rais 
ing plants from seed. 

One great attraction of an orchid 
exhibition is its variety. Orchids have 
j no such "set" appearance as a rose or 
a dahlia, for inst:#ice, and no painter 
i can do Justice lo their colorings They 
are the most fascinating of the in¬ 
habitants ot the floral kingdom and in 
their resplendent flowers of purple and 
gold, of roee and pink, of buff and 
brown, of blue and green and violet, 
of flaming red and snowy whiteness 
they will make the coming Boston ex¬ 
hibition one of the greatest and moat 
interesting floral displays ever seen In 
this country.

V^\ i jjfu years ago by Robert Hlrh* 
ons, author of “Tho Oar- 
. den of Allah,” for the 

Century Magazine. He 
described the ceremonies In the 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher.

(llspliicemcnt pumps. Hydraulic rums 
nro tin* most economical wntor-liftlng 
devices. Since rams of various sizes 
nnd makes perform differently, it usu¬ 
ally Is necessary to accept the me- 
ohnnlenl details determined by the 
nnimifnettirer. The minimum, never 
more thnn (In* average, flow of tho 
spring should determine the size of 
l ie ram. Otherwise, the one selected 
may he too large for the dry-weather 
flow. Small flows may he determined 
by noting the time required to till a 
vessel of known capacity. Larger flows 
may ho determined by weir measure- 
men ts. 

When tho water supply Is far from 
the ram site, It Is usual to pipe tho 
flow to an open tank or reservoir In¬ 
ca led «o as to secure the desired 
length and fnU. nf drive pipe. Some¬ 
times the How of a spring Is too smalt 
to actuate a ram that is snlllelent for 
domestic requirements. In such In¬ 
stances and where n nearby brook 
can he dammed to ohtnln the necessary 
power head, the recoil of the ram tuny 
Ito employed to admit the spring wa¬ 
ter. which Is pumped by the fall of tho 
brook water In the drive pipe. 

Horsepower Needed. 

Water may he raised by hand, wind¬ 
mill, hydraulic rams, steam, hot air, 
gas, Internal-combustion engines, or 
electric motors. Hand power Is un- 
.•nilted to large supplies of high lifts. 
Windmills are probably the most famil¬ 
iar type of mechanical power and often 
are arranged to sinrt and stop 
automatically. Gasoline and oil en¬ 
gines art* well adopted to farm pump¬ 
ing nnd may be equipped to slop at 
any desired pressure In a supply lank. 
The use of electricity for pumping is 
Increasing. The method Is clean, 
quiet nnd convenient, and starling >r 
stopping a distant pump by throwing 
n switch may ho practical wherever 
transmission lines are snlllelent ly near. 

The whole question of water In the 
farm home Is discussed in Farmers' 
bulletin No. 1)41, which will he sent 
free on request to the United Stales 
department of agriculture.

There Is no one thing that would 
make easier tho farm woman's work 
than to have wafer power In the house. 
Tho nature of her duties demands an 
early rising and a late retiring; hut 
the countless steps In carrying water 
nnd emptying water; carrying parings 
and vegetables and unused fruits to 
the pnlls for (he pigs; carrying many 
times a day fresh water fur the fowls;

The department has 
now pending a criminal prosecution 
against one concern for Ihe shipment 
interstate of u parcel of saccluirlti 
labeled as harmless.

In most cases housewives 
have turned to this substance In their 
emergency becuuse they do not under¬ 
stand that saccharin Is a harmful 
drug; to consider It u harmless, health¬ 
ful substitute for sugur is absolutely 
false, say the government's chemists. 

The department of agriculture lias 
received u number Of inquiries from 
housewives concerning the properties 
of saccharin, und hi every case It bus 
answered by condemning the use of 
the drug for cooking purposes. It 
culls intention to the fact that the bu¬ 
reau of chemistry is now aiding In the 
prosecution of u lurge St. I.ouls con- 
rern, which makes saccharin, for viola¬ 
tion of the Food und Drug act.

He figured that he had 
given four years out of his life, had 
come home tired and broke, lie look¬ 
ed upon the decline In wnges as a 
positive discrimination against him. 

Comparison Breeds Discontent. 

Everywhere I have heard these men 
say: “We nro out of luck. The 

bands played and we were applauded 
when we left to fight. While we were 
gone the wnges went up. We don’t 
begrudge the men who stayed at 
home the wnges they got. but It’a 
damn funny that when we come back 
down go wages. The cost of living 
dcn’t go down. I guess we're out of 
luck.” 

1 found two phrases Inseparable In 
the speech of the discontented, "the 
high cost of living;” “the profiteer.” 
Workingmen with whom I talked, 
freely admitted thnt some of the high 
cost of living wns the legitimate re¬ 
sult of the great demand for every¬ 
thing nnd the natural shortage, hut In 
the same breath they Insisted that 
much of It was duo to the mercenary, 
ghoulish profiteer. 

The profiteer took Wood money dur¬ 
ing the world’s greatest tragedy. He 
exacted usury from the toller at home 
and the fighting tnnn at the front. 
He drew dividends out of the teurs 
nnd walls of broken-hearted women 
nnd frlght-strleken children. He 
minted his gold out of agony, starva¬ 
tion, heartaches. He stands today 
the Judas of the war, the most de¬ 
spised man of earth. 

The profiteer Is not an Englishman, 
n Frenchman, Italian or Amerlenn. 
He Is found In every country of the 
world, a man without nationality, 
without conscience, without humanity. 
He Is the pimp of civilization. He Is 
still on the Job. 

The profiteer lias given the United 
States a terrible black eye. A com¬ 
mon comment of Europe Is, “The 
United States made money out of the 
war." These people do not refer to 
the money we, made legitimately. 
They point to the fact, n fact that 
hns been given great publicity In Eu 
rope, thnt In August, 1014, there were 
about 7,000 millionaires In the United 
States, while at the time of the sign¬ 
ing of the armistice It was estimated 
the millionaire colony had Increased 
by 23,000, making n total of 30.000 
millionaires In the United States. The 
profiteer Is still on the Job. He is 
holding up the world, n starving, cold 
world. 

Profiteering Case In Point. 

Under date of November 17, 11)10. .1. 
». Bache & Co., members of the New 
York stock exchange, in their financial 
letter say: "In mercantile circles 
there Is proceeding at the present time 
a vast amount of speculation ou a 
very largy scale In commodities. An 
Incident is cited to us of one con¬ 
cern thnt is carrying $15,000.000 worth 
of vegetable oils, which are In great 
demand, and the concern is holding 
them for higher prices. This la a 
distinct damage to the consumers, and 
keeps living prices in these things, 
used dally, nt top and Increasing lev¬ 
els. Speculation of this kind la a 
renl detriment to the community.” 

The pair of shoes the workingman 
once bought for $3.50 nre now $8 and 
$10. It Is true thnt the cost of lghor 
and material hnve gone up. but not 
enough to warrant any such exorbi¬ 
tant prices. Business men have tak¬ 
en advantage of the situation, and Jus¬ 
tify their larcenies on the ground of 
the law of supply and demand. A 
shoe man with a prominent Chicago 
firm, a man long In the business, told 
me that the present unwarranted and 
outrageous price of shoes was due to 
the fact that American shoe manufac¬ 
turers could get almost any price for 
shoes from the barefooted people of 
Europe. , 

Governments are blamed for not 
dealing with this species of holdup. 
The discontented ask “Why Isn't 
profiteering treason—why shouldn't 
these FaganR he sent to the wall wltk 
a firing squad as an escort?"

The education was thorough 
and scientific. They learned to look 
down the sight of a rifle, pick ont a 
human heart for a target, fire and 
engerly watch for the man to fall. 
They were trained to rush mndly at 
a wall of human beings and drive bay¬ 
onets Into men’s heads and bowels. 
Many of these men a few years be¬ 
fore would hate fainted In a stock¬ 
yards where cattle were being killed. 
For four years they have been In a 
human slaughterhouse, not only as 
spectators, but as part of the place. 
It steeled these men. Many of them 
contracted the undertaker’s point of 
view towards life, a fatalism without 
fenr. 

Experience In battle taught them 
the meaning of the word "force." 
They discovered thnt the Individual 
wns only Important and efficient when 
he noted In concert with a grent group. 
Everything depended upon team work. 
Men learned thnt a group of men 
working In lmrinony, with nerve nnd 
rifles with fixed bayonets, could do 
wonderful things. They could take an 
objective. In other words, take the 
thing they wanted nnd needed. When 
these men came hack Into civil life 

* *ook off khaki and put on over- 
the taking off of the khaki and 
nutting on of mufti did -not erase 
their minds this lesson the war 
baa luught them. 

This lesson hns borne frutt. The 
men look at the employer as an en¬ 
emy. The employer thinks of them 
as a commodity. Hatred Is cordlnl. 
The men want something. They de- 
iployer refuses, 
get the thing 
"’he war taught 
enpon—Force. 
Today In Europe men reason, “If we 
can’t get what we want, and need, we 
must take It We hnve the force." 
Having grown habited to suffering, ac¬ 
customed to blood and death, they 
look with Indifference on the question 
of danger, of price. They saw that 
when nations could not agree' they re¬ 
sorted to force. They discovered that 
victory generally went to the nation 
possessing the greatest force. 

Threat of "Direct Action." 

In the labor movement of Europe 
we hnve this Idea In what Is called 
“direct action." "Direct action" Is 
nothing more or less than applying 
war methods to peace conditions. It 
Is an e(Tort on the part of great groups 
of working men to compel recognition 
of their demands.

While he was In the trenches 
the wages back home were high. His 
pay was small. Our fighting men 
were not Interested In pay. The> 
went to fight for a principle 
With the coming of peace a largi 
quantity of labor was dumped upon 
the market. The demobilized mei 
rushed for employment. Comrade 
competed for Jobs. The same old law 
of supply and demand sent wages to 
htMtganlng.

BROOD COOPS FOR CHICKENS 

Directions Given for Construction of 
Cheap and Effective Pena for 
Little Chicks. 

The accompanying drawing give* 
an Idea of how quickly and cheaply 
any number of brood compartment 
coops enn he constructed. It shows 
only two sections, but nny desired 
number enn be put together, saving 
material. We suggest thnt only three 
nt the most he united, ns they are 
easier handled when desiring to re¬ 
move to new quarters, says a writer 
In nn exchange. 

The one section shows tho door 
closed nnd button turned to hold Hd 
up nt night. The other section shows 
the door down for daytime td nllow 
the hen nnd young free range In tho 
orchard or pasture, wherever the 
coops may bo located. 

A very convenient size both for cut¬ 
ting material nnd the hnndllng of 
completed coop has been found to be 
ns follows: Twenty-four Inches high 
In front, 18 Inches high nt rear, 18 
Inches deep from front to hack. One- 
Inch holes can he bored nt each end 
nnd n line of them through the top 
of the door, ns Indicated by the closed 
door In drawing. Also, If the roof 
honrds are allowed to project over 
hack wall several Inches It Is not u 
hnd Iden to boro a few holes In tho 
hnclt wall. Some farmers hnve been 
very thoughtful and constructed sim¬ 
ilar coops during the cold, wet, sleety 
weather the last winter when nothing 
In the field could he done, and iliey 
are ahead much when the fields de¬ 
mand so much time nnd attention nt 
this season.

AVOID HIGH-FLAVORED FEEDS 

Onions Have Been Fed in Sufficient 
Quantities to Affect Eggs—Color 
of Yolk Influenced. 

In extreme cases the flavor and 
odor of the feed have been luipnrtod 
to the egg. Onions have been fed In 
suflielent quantity to bring about this 
effect. Those who desire to murket a 
first-class article should not give feeds 
of high and objectionable flavor to 
their flocks. 

In no ease should tainted feed be 
allowed to enter the rntlon. Feed nlso 
has an Influence on the color of the 
yolk, according to the United States 
department of agriculture. Corn fed 
exclusively will give a deep yellow or 
highly colored yolk, while wheat fed 
ulone will produce a much lighter 
yolk. A fairly high-colored yolk Is 
usually preferred and can usually be 
ohtulned hy feeding u moderate 
i amount of corn. Plenty of green feed 
also enriches the color of the yolk. 

DO NOT OVERCROWD POULTRY 

Few Hens In Small Yard Do Bsttsr 
Than Largsr Number in Sams 
Space—Room for Each. 

Better results will he obtained from 
u few hens In a small yard than from 
a larger number In the same yard. The 
backyard poultry flock rarely will con- 
1 slst of more than ‘JO to 25 hens, und In 
many cases only u half-dozen hens ure 
kept. For a Hock of 20 to 25 hens a 
space of not less than 25 l>y 30 feet la 
required. From 20 to 30 square feet 
per hen should usually be allowed. 

URGE BREEDS GROW SLOWLY 

Brahmas and Cochins Ara Profitable 
Where There Is Dema/id for 
Heavy Fowls. 

The biggest breeds of poultry, like 
Brahmus und Cochins, grow more 
slowly thun the medium-sized breeds 
aud therefore are uot ready for market 
as soon, hut they weigh more and are 
profitable where the market demands 
a large-sized fowL 

NEEDED EXERCISE BY FOWLS 

Hens Can Be Kept Busy by Scatter, 
ing Grain In Litter on Dry and 
Clean Floor. 

Be sure thut the floor of the hen¬ 
house la dry aud reasonably clean aud 
covered with three or four Inches of 
clean Utter In which grain cau ho 
scattered so that the fowls cau ob¬ 
tain exercise scratching for It.

REAL COMMUNITY BUILDING 


Consider the tumbleweed and the oak. 

For a season the tumbleweed grows green. It flourishes 
in sprint and summer. Then come the fall and the early gales 
What of the tumbleweed? Hither and yon it flies 
» prairies, the sport of every vagrant breeze. No 
j light to stir it, no obstruction too small to halt it. 
uoes the oak go swirling around, a moving part of the 
autumnal landscape? Not that any one has noticed. The 
oak stays put. It roots deep in the soil. It is a member of a 
colony of oaks that have grown up together, that have weath¬ 
ered the winds of winter together. 

The tumbleweed serves a purpose if it calls attention to 
the permanence of the oak, ana if it drives home the fact 
that the practice of rooting deep into the soil has its virtues. 

In these times there seem to be a great many men of the 
tumbleweed variety being swept hither and thither. There 
are so many tumbleweeds scurrying about that the oaks may 
be overlooked. Start to count them though and there are 
plenty of oaks—men who have struck their roots deep into 
their home soil. 

One of the present day problems is whether it is worth 
while to attempt the task of increasing the number of oaks 
and decreasing the number of tumbleweeds. The first thing 
to be noticed about the oak is that it is of slow growth. It 
does not spring up in a day. The next thing is that it es¬ 
tablishes itself by taking root 

Community building is oak growing. Raising colonies of 
tumbleweeds will not do the tnck. 

Before men begin to root deeply in a community they 
must have an abiding interest in it. That community must 
be more than a chance fence comer into which they have been 
whirled. Too many communities are simply stopping places 
for the people that live in them. In driving home the fact 
that community building brought about by a real community 
life is a constructive work, the present day Community 
Service movement has performed a distinct service. Com¬ 
munity building means more oaks. A lack of it means more 
tumbleweeds.

The coming season will see thou¬ 
sands of new automobiles and motor 
cycles, If the street car lines are to 
be discontinued. It seems useless to 
longer expect good service from the 
present street railway company, and 
the sooner they are forced out of the 
field the better for local transporta¬ 
tion. A new local company could get 
power from the Edison Company, 
which has authority to extend its 
power lines to Weymouth, and we 
believe it could be successfully oper¬ 
ated. The voters of the town might 
be justified in contributing to any de¬ 
ficit of a local company, owned and 
operated by Weymouth men, but 
should not be expected to contribute 
to a foreign company which does not 
even have a local superintendent. It 
must be admitted that the East Wey¬ 
mouth and Braintree route has been 
a good paying line. It paid well on a 
five-cent fare when travel was much 
lighter than the past year, and it cer¬ 
tainly should pay now under a ten- 
cent fare. All the routes of Wey¬ 
mouth, if run by a local company, 
should pay.

CANNING CLUB PROFITS. 

It is often enlightening to see the 
county and state returns at the end 
of a club season. It may help to 
answer the question, “Is Junior Ex¬ 
tension work worth while to the 
county?” 

The summer of 1919 opened with 
one thousand fewer members than In 
1918; two thousand four hundred and 
eighty three as against three thou¬ 
sand four hundred and eighty seven. 
This was explained by the after-the- 
war reaction toward food preserva¬ 
tion. At the end of the season, how¬ 
ever, four hundred more completed 
[ the requirements than in the previous 
year, showing the effect of the “carry- 
it-through" campaign that is being 
emphasized In the state. Thu present 
policy is to do more intensive work 
with a few and accomplish definite 
results thail to spread the work thinly 
over a great many and not bring them 
through to completion. 

The greatest value of all the Junior 
Extension work is without doubt in 
its character and citizenship training, 
but the economic importance from 
ttie financial side must not be over¬ 
looked. Seventy-live thousand quarts 
of canned goods were added to tiie 
shelves of the Massachusetts house¬ 
wives by the canning club members 
with u valuation of over thirty-two 
thousand dollars. The total profits 
to the Commonwealth after subtract¬ 
ing the expenses are about equal for 
the two years, being over twenty-six 
thousand dollars. Thus the work of 
the boys and girls is uo small factor 
in helping to reduce living costs. 

NOIIES TK At IIKItS. 

"Before the Civil War there was 
not a woman teacher in the schools 
of the United States,” was the decla¬ 
ration of Ur. Aurelia H. Heinbardt. 
president of Mills College, Oakland, 
California, in a recent lecture in Salt 
latke. Utah. "There were uo women's 
colleges, and Abraham Lincoln signed 
the bill which made it possible for 
women to have the opportunity of an 
education at coeducational institu¬ 
tions." 

DIRECTORS ARE LIABLE

conduct of hanks and trust companies.

The trustees are willing to estab¬ 
lish a new district and to have a com¬ 
mittee. of citizens of the towns served 
appointed to supervise the operation 
of the road, with authority to run cars 
when, w'herc and how often they 
choose. The local superintendent of 
the district will, under the new plan, 
hr responsivo to the directions of 
this citizens' committee. 

The new district will bear no share 
whatever of the expenses of the re¬ 
mainder of the Bay State system. It 
will be strictly a community enter¬ 
prise, and the permanency of its op¬ 
eration depends entirely upon Its own 
receipts and expenses. 

A Memorial By 
Subscription 

Editor Guzette-Transcript: 

First let mo say I have cpnferred 
with no one whatever in this matter. 

The plan will present some little 
complication and need some detail to 
carry out, but I believe can ensily 
he done and will find willing hands to 
do It. 

The matter concerns the memorial 
to the men who have prepared to 
fight and who have fought for us on 
many a bloody field and sea. What 
we do for them can be done at no hot¬ 
ter time than now. If a man render 
a good service we don’t go back in a 
year or so and say thank you, we say 
it promptly and he respects us for that 
appreciation. 

The time to express our gratitude 
to these men is just as promptly af¬ 
ter the service is rendered as is pos¬ 
sible. 

Some say, we should not build on 
such high cost. When we buy a pres¬ 
ent, especially a memorial of any 
kind, we do not look for something 
cheap, nor do we wait for it to be 
cheaper. We buy what we can with 
the money available for the purpose. 
Wages are high and consequently so 
is material. They always go hand in 
hand. When material is lower, wages 
will be lower, and you and I will be 
no more ready or able to contribute 
to the memorial then than now. 

Perhaps a memorial will have s 
greater significance if erected by vol¬ 
untary gifts from many contributors. 
Suppose we should offer to contribute 
to such a memorial building as pre¬ 
sented by our committee. Will you 
he one of 5,000 persons who will give 
a $50 Liberty Bond to a memorial fund 
of $250,000, the town to furnish the 
site only. Or will you be one of 
2,500 who will pass in a $100 Bond. 

If this seems too broad a field to 
cover, will you be one of 500 who will 
Bend to your committee a $500 Lib¬ 
erty Bond, thus making the needed 
amount of $250,000. These bonds to 
be used by the Town us a Memorial 
Fund to liquidate the loan, of which 
they shall he the security, at the ma¬ 
turity of suid bonds. 

No man could question the pussing 
in of these bonds for this purpose. It 
would he the grandest thing possible 
to be done in paying honor to the 
men of 01. the Spanish war veterans, 
and the men who liave so lutely gone 
out from this town to return they 
knew not when. 

Fellow townsmen, let’s be the first 
group of townspeople who will pre¬ 
sent to their town a beautiful “Me¬ 
morial Building" to the men and wo¬ 
men who offered their lives and j 
service aud to 'hose who gave all in I 
the service of their country.

To Consider T 


flOTION ADOPTED BY VOTERS 


None of the five fpecial car loads 
of voters of Weymouth, North Wey¬ 
mouth and East Weymouth, who 
started for the adjourned town meet¬ 
ing at South Weymouth on Monday 
evening, were able to gain admission 
to the Fogg Opora House which was 
filled to overflowing when they ar¬ 
rived before 7:30. In addition there 
were hundreds of voters who arrived 
by autos. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock the voters 
began to assemble at the entrance, 
bqt It was not until after 7 o’clock 
that the doors were opened, and then 
there was a crush such as Is seen at 
the entrance to some large sporting 
event. 

At the door were most of the police 
force of the town, personally directed 
by Chief Pratt, and Inside was a man 
at each of the six voting lists, each 
one entering being checked up or 
refused admission as a non-voter. 
Many voters were roughly handled In 
trying to get in, and some of those 
who arrived early, turned away when 
they saw the situation. 


Transportation 

Not only was every seat on the 
floor taken, but all the seats In the 
balcony and the boxes, and several 
were allowed to standi on the side of 
the hall and the rear. 

Rev. William Hyde was one of 
those who arrived on the special cars, 
and he was delegated to enter the 
hall and file a protest against the 
meeting proceeding. This he did and 
was recognized 1 by the Moderator. 
However no action was taken on his 
protest. Mr. Hyde reported back to 
the angry voters outside the hall and 
was loudly cheered. 

The record attendance was due to 
the Interest aroused over the street 
railway article, and various reports 
and rumors concerning the discontin¬ 
uance of street railway service. An 
extended debate tookl (place, and af¬ 
ter several motions had been voted 
down emphatically, It was voted to 
appoint a committee of 10 to consider 
the whole subject and make an early 
report.

The following motion relative to 
the street railway problem was adopt¬ 
ed at the adjourned town meeting: 

“That a comittee of ten be appoint¬ 
ed by the Moderator to make an lOr 
vestigatlon of the transportation situ¬ 
ation in Weymouth, with a view to 
determining the kind and character 
of transportation facilities necessary 
to furnish the citizens of Weymouth 
with adequate service. 

’’Said committee shall investigate 
j the desirability of establishing trans¬ 
portation service by means of auto¬ 
mobile busses, and whether such ser¬ 
vice may be provided by means of 
capital subscribed locally or other¬ 


wise. and what measure of control of 
said service should hp reserved to 
the town through its proper officials, 
and what If any, guarantee shall be 
given to a company or companies fur¬ 
nishing said service for transporta¬ 
tion the scholars of Weymouth, or for 
any deficit resulting from operations 
and i^pon what .other terms and con¬ 
ditions such service may be estab¬ 
lished. 

"Said committee shall give public 
hearings upon the subject matter of 
this order,a nd shall report its finding 
to a special meeting of the voters of 
the town of Weymouth, which special 
meeting the Selectmen are requested 
to call at a date not later than May 
1. 1920.” 


The Union Men’s club of Weymouth 
and Braintree held its first supper 
and entertainment Wednesday night 
in the dining room of the Union 
church.

Mrs. Mary Say, 103, of Southboro, 
Mass., surprised her physician when 
Bhe greeted him at the door of her 
home after he had received word that 
the oldest inhabitant of tiie town was 
In need of his services. Recently Mrs. 
Say was taken ill for the first time in 
many years. A physician was sent 
for, hut owing to the Impossibility of 
reaching the outskirts of the town 
because of the snow, the doctor was 
forced to put off his call. 

By a vote of 127 to 66 the Massachu¬ 
setts House killed this year’s old-age 
non-contrlbutory pension bill.

In the race for presidential nomina¬ 
tions the Mlnnesotn prlqinry furnished 
n test of strengtli nnd n new hnsis for 
forming theories. Unless verified re¬ 
turns change the figures Wood will be 
shown to have enrried every county 
In the state hut two. His lend nppcnra 
to lie 50 per cent over his nenrest com¬ 
petitor, Senator Johnson, with nearly 
four times ns mnny votes ns Lowden. 
although Mlnnesotn Is the native state 
of the Illinois governor. Tills disposes 
of n prediction thnt n soldier candidate 
would Ife defeated in nn agricultural 
state, which though traditionally Re¬ 
publican, President Wilson almost car¬ 
ried In 1010, the claim being.made 
thnt the “kept us out of war” Issue 
contributed largely to’hls strength. 

Mueh significance Is also nttached to 
the comparatively lnrtfp vote in the 
primary for Herbert Hoover, whose 
nnme it was neeessnry to paste or 
write upon the ballot. It Is taken as 
an evidence of his strength with Inde¬ 
pendent Republicans. The Wood forces 
regnrd the Minnesota result as nn au¬ 
gury of success In South Dnkotn. 

Mr. Bryan hns announced himself in 
favor of primary Instructions while 
Mr. McAdoo Is ngainst them. The 
former thinks that general opposition 
to Instructions savors of reaction 
against the primary system. Inciden¬ 
tally, Bryan makes It clear thnt he Is 
not n candidate for the Democratic 
nomination, neither Is he running away 
from It. Ills attitude seems to be thnt 
he is not spcklng It, but thnt the nomi¬ 
nation may do all the seeking It wants 
in his direction.

cunning mnehinntion of bolshevism, or 
a deeply laid plot Involving nil pnrties 
to muddy the wnters of International 
nffnlrs nnd so defeat the terms of the 
pence trenty ns affecting Germnny, Is 
not yet evident nnd mny not he clear 
for a long time. At any rate, the rev¬ 
olution nppears to have been n feeble 
child. When the railroad workers quit, 
nnd nlso those of the public utilities 
Including gns, water nnd electricity, 
the life-giving nnd distributive facili¬ 
ties censed. A lustier Infnnt could 
have lasted longer, hut eventually 
would hnve succumbed. 

Hns the Ebert government been mere 
camouflage? Ebert seems to hnve 
known what wns Impending nnd nt flip 
first sound of alarm deserted Berlin 
after calling upon the proletariat to 
support him by the strike. Earlier nd- 
vlees Indicated thnt Nnske, his minis¬ 
ter of defense, the mnn who has re¬ 
cently been proclaiming his acceptance 
of the principles of the treaty nnd his 
determination to help work them out, 
had nn understanding with the revolu¬ 
tionaries. Time nione will demonstrate 
the truth,or fnlslty of this Indication. 
With the Russian, Turkish nnd eastern 
situations what they are. added to the 
complications of the Adriatic situation 
nnd the Internal affairs of France nnd 
England. It would seem to lie a fairly 
opportune time for Germany to stage 
a muddling nnd distracting demonstra¬ 
tion. There are elements aplenty In 
Germnny committed to such intentions. 
Thnt which now seems likely Is that 
the various groups could not work to¬ 
gether harmoniously. I.udendorff was 
In Moscow Intriguing with I.entne and 
Trotsky, n ease Indeed of polities mak¬ 
ing strange bedfellows. At home there 
was a movement, if Ebert nnd his fol¬ 
lowers could he rendered sufficiently 
complaisant, to set up Hlndenhurg as 
n candidate for president. Notwith¬ 
standing thnt I.udendorff, the embodi¬ 
ment of reactionism, wns flirting with 
the personification of advanced radi¬ 
calism. nnd Hindenburg's supporters 
were endeavoring to make friends with 
the socialistic adherents of Ebert, a re¬ 
actionary undercurrent was prevalent 
throughout all the plotting. If the 
revolution went off half cocked, as 
seems fairly evident. It was due to hu¬ 
man nature nnd the impossibility of 
combining antagonistic elements and 
soothing individual ambitions. Through¬ 
out the whole affair there has been de¬ 
ceit, subterfuge and recrimination, a 
heritage from the teachings of kultur; 
proving that Gentian leaders cannot 
be honest with each other und can 
scarcely face their own visages in a 
looking glass. 

Out of t^e whole mess has come the 
renewed menace of bolshevism. Har- 
nesstnaker Ebert Is the one figure In 
Germany who carries any Indications 
of influence and strength on the aide 
of law and order. He ordered the 
strike and it remains to he seen wheth¬ 
er or not he ran control It. Just now 
it looks as though he might have cre¬ 
ated a Frankenstein destined to rrush 
him and throw his tuition—perhrps the 
whole of Europe—Into chaos. Soviets 
have been proclaimed in certain places 
In Germany. It 1* true that these man¬ 
ifestations are confined largely to Sax¬ 
ony and other Industrial centers where 
radicalism has been strongest. Ebert 
has confidence In his military resource* 
and in the aoWr inclination* of the 
people: thoroughly sick of war.

Mr. D’Oller entered the military 
service of tlu> United States In April, 
P.H7. as a captain In the quartermas¬ 
ter corps. After n few weeks' service 
at the Philadelphia depot nnd several 
months at ltoston he was ordered t’> 
France in August, 1017. Owing to 
great scarcity of tonnage nt that time 
nnd tin* necessity for salving material 
on a large scale, Mr. D’Oller was as¬ 
signed to the newly organized salvage 
service, and In January. 1918, took com¬ 
mand of the first salvage depot that 
was operated by the American army. 
Within six months the work had grown 
so rapidly that the personnel Increased 
from 12 to 0,000, and this depot was 
salvaging for about 750.000 men, and 
was larger than any depot operated by 
either the British or French armies. 
This depot was at St. Pierre d**s Corps 
near Tours. France, the headquarters 
of the service of supply. 

In July. 1918, Cuptaln D’Oller was 
ordered to Lyons. France, to organize 
the second large depot, which at the 
time of the armistice had a capacity 
of taking care of salvaging for upward 
of a million and a half men. He was 
promoted to the rank of major, and 
‘hen lieutenant colonel, and assigned 
to the general staff, and after two 
years’ service'in the army, 20 months 
of which was In the A. E. F., 
was discharged from the service In 
April. 1919. 

Mr. D'Oller was one of the original 
20 men who Initiated the American 
Legion In France. February 15. 1919. 
and atteuded the Paris caucus of the 
American Legion oil March 15. 1919. 
After hU discharge from the service 
Mr. D'(»Her Joined Theodore ltoosevelt, 
who was ut that time—early in 1919— 
perfecting the preliminary organiza¬ 
tion of the American Legion in the 
United States preparatory to the St. 
Louis caucus. May 8, 9 and 10. 

Mr. D'AAlter was chairman of the 
Pennsylvania delegation at the St.

Must Be Licensed 

On or Before March 31st 

Or the Owners or Keepers Thereof 
Are 

LIABLE TO A FINE 

Extract from Chap. 102 of the Re¬ 
vised Laws of Massachusetts 

Soc. 128. The owner or keeper of 
a dog which is three months’ old or 
over, shall annually, on or before the 
thirty-first day of March, cause it to 
be registered, numbered, described 
nnd licensed for one year from tho 
first day of April following in the 

office of the clerk of the city or town 
in which said dog is kqpt. The own- 

ei or keepor of a licensed dog shall 

cause It to wear around its neck 

a collar distinctively marked with 
its owner,s name and its registered 
number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of 
a dog may at any time have it lic¬ 
ensed until the first day of April fol¬ 
lowing; and a person who becomes i 
the owner or keeper of a dog after 
the first day of April, which is not 
duly licensed, and the owner or keep¬ 
er of a dog not duly licensed which 
becomes three months old after the 
thirty-first day of March in any year 
shall, when It is three months old, 
cuuse it to be registered, numbered, 
described, licensed and collared as 
provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every license 
shall lie two dollars for a male dog 
nnd five dollars for a femnlo dog 
unless a certificate of a registered 
veterinarian who performed the op- 
eiatlon has been filed with the city 
or town clerk that said female dog 
has been spayed and has thereby 
been deprived of the .power of propa¬ 
gation, tn which case the fee shall 
be two dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of 
dogs kept for breeding purposes 
may annually receive a license auth¬ 
orizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in the license. 
If the number of dogs so kept dot's 
not exceed! five, tlio fee for such 
license shall be twenty-five dollars, 
and If the number of dogs exceed 
five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, 
and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keepor which 
are under the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whosoever keeps a dog 
contrary to the provisions of this 
chapter, shall expect as provided in 
Section one hundred and thirty-nine, 
forfeit not more than fifteen dollars, 
which shall be paid to the treasurer 
of the county In which the dog is 
kept, but In the county of Suffolk 
said sum shall be paid to the treas¬ 
urer of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. 

No Person shall Deep or have in 
his care or possssion any blood¬ 
hound of pure blood, whose pedigree . 
hound of puree blood, whose pedigree 
is recorded, or would he entitled to 
record in the English bloodhound 
herd book, or any dog classed by 
dog fanciers or breeders as Cuban 
bloodhound or Siberian bloodhound, 
whether such dog Is in whole or in 
part of such species unless such 
dog Is kept solely for exhibition. In 
such cases he shall at all times be 
l>:pt securely enclosed or chained, 
and shall not be allowed at large 
oven though in charge of a keeper, 
unless properly ami securely muz¬ 
zled. Chap. 105 Sec. 1. Acts of 1904. 

Sec. 139. Whoever keeps a dog 
described in the preceding section in 
violation of the provisions thereof 
shall forfeit fifty dollars. Ten dollars 
of which shall be paid to the com¬ 
plainant and forty dollars to the 
I treasurer of the county in which said 
i dog is kept, but in the county of 
i Suffolk the forty dollars shall be 
| paid to the treasurer of the city or 
town in which said dog Ls kept.

(Prepared by tlie United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

At first glance you may see no rela¬ 
tion between the cream gravy for your 
pork chops and the fruit sauce for 
jrotlr pudding, yet exactly the same 
principle of cookery is employed In 
making both—the thickening of a 
liquid by a starchy substance such us 
flour or .cornstarch. 

The following recipes for white 
sauces may he considered as patterns 
for all sauces of this type. They are 
suggested by the home-economic spe¬ 
cialists of the United States depart¬ 
ment of agriculture. 

These are among the most useful of 
recipes since they have a very wide 
scope of use In everyday cookery, the 
thin white sauce being used common¬ 


how Ibis “pattern" may he varied, by 
variations of the liquid In some cases, 
ami of seasoning In other cases. 

In thickening a liquid with a starchy 
substance, on re must in* taken to pre¬ 
vent lumping. This may lie accom¬ 
plished by separating the starch grains 
in one of several ways. Select which¬ 
ever method seems best adapted to 
the case: 

(a) By blending the starch with 
melted fat before adding the liquid as 
in the white sauces and tomato sauce. 

(Ii) By mechanically separating the 
starch grains by mixing with the sugar 
granules as in pudding sauce and corn¬ 
starch pudding, 

(e)By mixing tho starch to a paste 
with cold liquid before adding to the 
hot liquid. Tills method Is often em-

SIMPLE LIVING 


Gain and Greed seem to he mnn’s 
chief motives of action. These, to- ! 
gether with the prevailing discontent, ; 
sclllshness, hurry and worry are mak¬ 
ing most of the trouble existing In the 
world today. It Is true, of course, that 
we must have money In order to house, 
feed and clothe ourselves and members 
of onr family, hut could we not sim¬ 
plify matters considerably to our great 
advantage? Would we not he health¬ 
ier and happier If we lived simpler 
lives? Self-sacrlflee Is absolutely nec¬ 
essary to full, rich living; It enters Into 
all the essential actions of humanity. 
Our needs apparently have grown with 
the years, hut do we really need ns 
much ns we think we do? IIow few 
of us have the courage and Independ¬ 
ence to do without some of the neces¬ 
sities and many of the luxuries of 
life. In trying to "keep up with the 
procession" we become more ami more 
dissatisfied and discontented; our 
nerves are Irritated and strained and 
our health Unpaired, Simplicity is de¬ 
stroyed ami health and happiness en¬ 
dangered by any attempt to live In 
harmony with public opinion. Ask 
yourself this question, thoee of you 
who are straining every nerve to "keep 
In the game,"—"Am I renlly more 
peaceful, more fraternal, and In hotter 
mental and physical health, than If I 
were Independent enough to live more 
simply?" Now, "honest.” whnt Is your 
answer? Are you not more discontent¬ 
ed for striving for the nonossentlnls 
and In endeavoring to keep up with, 
or outshine your neighbors? And dis¬ 
content Impairs health. 

Charles Wagner pays, “Simplicity Is 
a state of mind. At bottom, It consists 
hi putting our acts and nsplratlons In 
accordance with the law of our being, 
and consequently with the eternal in¬ 
tention which willed thnt we should 
he at all. I’laln living and high think¬ 
ing Is simplification. Nothing endures 
but the commonplace; happy Is he who 
finds the way hack to simplicity.” 
When we are constantly trying to com¬ 
pete with or outshine others wo are 
killing simplicity and destroying our 
hnpplness. Out thoughts should be 
simplified; and to simplify them Is to 
have faith and confidence In the stabil¬ 
ity of the universe; to he optimists 
rather thnn pessimists; to hope, to be 
calm, to be thoughtful of others, kind, 
truthful. Just and frank. If we culti¬ 
vate such thoughts and simplify our 
speech, lowering our voice, talking less 
and doing more good In the world, our 
over-excited nerves will he soothed and 
our general health Improved. Our 
needs, too, should he simplified. Tem¬ 
perance In everything—In eating. In 
work, In pleasure—Is the best guard¬ 
ian of our health and hnpplness. 

The truth Is we are all of us depend¬ 
ing too much on the without and not 
enough on the within. By simplifying 
our thought, speech, manners*, needs, 
pleasures—in a word, by living the sim¬ 
ple life, ami by strengthening the In¬ 
ner lift 1 —we secure Increased Immu¬ 
nity from the Inroads of disease and 
exercise the keen Joy of living. To 
have health and hnpplness is but to 
live In harmony with a few simple, 
dearly-defined laws. Simplicity Is the 
law of nature; In nil her revelations 
nature Is peeking to teach mnn the 
grentness of simplicity.

HEALTH INSURANCE. 


All prudent people Insure their lives, 
hut how very few who believe In life 
Insurance are governed by similar prin¬ 
ciples in the management of their 
health? A man who tnkes out a policy 
In a life Insurance company Is sub¬ 
jected to certain conditions and re¬ 
quirements. Can he expect less In In¬ 
suring his health? The llrst requisite 
Is to value health above all things— 
to seek hcnlth and keep nftcr It. The 
second Is to learn the laws that gov¬ 
ern life and health, and the third Is 
to obey these laws.

If you have been 
In the habit of getting up late In the 
morning, try the novelty of rising 
early, and find out how easily the dif¬ 
ficult problem of the night before Is 
solved In the fresh, quiet hours. If 
you have eaten throe heavy meals 
daily, reduce them, especially making 
breakfast and tin? evening meal sim¬ 
ple, and he surprised with good diges¬ 
tion, sounder and sweeter sleep, anil 
a more amiable disposition. If you 
hnve worked night and day, and wor¬ 
ried simultaneously, stop and consider 
if “the game Is worth the candle.” Ask 
yourself If It will pay to spend your 
life and strength In gninlng that which 
most ensily takes to Itself wings, while 
you nre every day growing more and 
more nervous.

T HE arbiter* of style continue to 
bring out beautiful separate 
isklrts.

The 
array of models Includes wool, cotton 
nnd silk fabrics In muny weights and 
weaves nnd a great variety of pat¬ 
terns, so thnt there nre skirts for nil 
kinds of wear. One for afternoon Is 
shown above nnd Is selected from oth¬ 
ers In the same class because It is 
very attractive nnd elegant nnd at the 
same time very practical. 

This skirt employs dark blue satin,

hem Is put In before the material 18 
plaited nnd the fullness at the waist 
line taken up with gathers. The plait¬ 
ing must be done on n machine. A 
sash of the silk, finished with ends, 
nnd a single long tassel of silk, Is 
tied In a knot at the left side nnd 
proves the best possible management 
of the walRt. 

No matter whnt tho summer may 
bring In the way of skirts, there will 
he nothing better than the plaited 
models In satin or silk, to be worn 
with lingerie waists. They nre ns 
safe ns skirts of heavy white cottons 
for morning wear which replace the 
utility skirts of wool, for midsummer.

A 
small hit of mince pie Is less harm¬ 
ful than an overdose of oatmeal. Be¬ 
cause foods are wholesome It does not 
follow they should be taken In un¬ 
limited quantities. 


The same weight of wool takes up 
twice us much moisture from the body 
as linen; but flannel next the skin Is 
not so easily moistened as linen, nor 
docs It favor such rapid evaporation.

The street rallwny article was un¬ 
der debate when the annual meeting 
of March 1 adjourned, and was wide 
in its scope. It was as follows: 

Article 49—"To see If the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the Bum 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000) for 
the purpose of securing continued 
service to date from January first to 
November first, 1920, on the Pleasant 
street route of the Eastern Massachu¬ 
setts Street Railway company be¬ 
tween Jackson square and Columbian 
square, or take any action relative to 
contributing to the cost of qfperatlon 
of street railways in town." 

Moderator Barnes called the meet¬ 
ing to order promptly at 7:30. and 
stated how far the votera had pro¬ 
gressed under the article. He said a 
motion had been made to indefinitely 
postpone. That as on amendment the 
committee reported in favor of an ap¬ 
propriation of $2,000 for the Pleasant 
rtreet line. 

Peter Healey opposed apjpropria 
tlon. Knew street railways in Wey¬ 
mouth would pay if properly handled. 
Favored a committee outside the 
board of Selectmen, three to repre¬ 
sent manufacturers, and three to rep¬ 
resent employees. He suggested Mr. 
Heald, Mr. Drinkwater. Mr. Field, Mr. 
Linnehan. Mr. Cowing and others. 
Would have the committee hold con¬ 
ferences with the trustees of the 
street railway nnd report in one 
week. 

Mr. Sheehy hoped voters would be 
governed by reason. Did not think 
the street railway was paying. -He 
offered a substitute that the Selectmen 
arrange with the trustees for a con¬ 
tinuance of the street car service until 
June. 1920, supplemented with a line 
of busses on Pleasant street un'der a 
guarantee not to exceed $5,000. That 
meanwhile a committee of tnree 
from each precinct be appointed to 
investigate the cost and ascertain 
where the trouble lay. Continuing, ho 
said he wanted the committee to as¬ 
certain if it cost $571,000 to make the 
transfer from the Bay State system to 
the Eastern Massachusetts company; 
secondly, whether Receiver Donhnm 
was granted $50,000 extra for his ser¬ 
vices, etc., etc. 

Peter Healey had ascertained that 
Weymouth was not in the Quincy di¬ 
vision, and not in tiro Rockland di¬ 
vision. and should become a district 
by itself. He would not vote a nickle 
under present conditions. 

Ex-Selectman Dwyer thought the 
meeting should hear from the Select¬ 
men relative to conferences with the 
trustees. 

Bradford Hawes. chairman of 
Board of Selectmen, said he bad been 
in conference with Homer luring, 
chairman of the board of trustees of 
the Eastern Massactmsetts street rail¬ 
way. being accompanied by Town 
Counsel Worthen. That Mr. I»ring 
stated in substance as follows:

"That the street railway situation 
in Weymouth has been in a critical 
condition for some time, nnd that per¬ 
haps the tmstees hail already oper¬ 
ated the cars there longer than the 
financial showing justified, but that 
they had felt very kdndly toward the 
town on account of Its honest efforts 
to help out the railway company by 
adopting efficient jitney regulations. 

"That the city of Quincy had stren¬ 
uously obejeted to having Weymouth 
I included with it ns an operating dis¬ 
trict; that Quincy itself was having 
a hard time In being able to show 
Justification for continued service; 
that the city had adopted Jitney regu¬ 
lations and there seemed to be a 
growing moral support, which it was 
hoped would enable the cars to be 
retained. 

“He said the law did not permit 
them to operate the cars at a loss, 
and tbe trustees had no other alter¬ 
native; that they had previously de¬ 
cided to discontinue service on April 
1st, although they regretted being 
t bilged to do so; that when the jitney 
regulations were suspended by the 
Selectmen, they made observations ns 
to the result, and ascertained that the 
only Jitneys that run immediately af¬ 
terward did so in the parts of the 
street where the company had 
ploughed out the snow, and only on I 
streets where the company was fur¬ 
nishing service. 

"That they were very glad the reg¬ 
ulations had been suspended, because 
it enabled them to discontinue service 
earlier than they had issued notice so 
to do, and therefore they hnd decided 
to slop on the night of Saturday, 
March 20. 1920. 

"He said the trustees preferred 
that the town should do nothing in 
the way of raising and apropriating 
money to keep the service going, for 
even if the town went its limit al¬ 
lowed by law—$2 on each thousand 
1 of valuation—the sum combined with 
I revenue from operation would; in all 
j probability, not exceed operating ex¬ 
penses ami depreciation. 

"That a most serious feature was 
i he condition of the tracks, and to re¬ 
store them into a condition safe and 
proper to operate, would require a 
large expenditure of money. That 
their engineers had made a careful 
survey of the physical condition of 
the roadbed and rails, and had esti¬ 
mated the amounts required as fol¬ 
lows : 

“For Pleasant street, from Jackson 
square to Columbian square. $30,000. 

"For the Main and Front street 
line. $21,000. 

.’For Braintree and East Weymouth 
line, $5,600. 

"He said that lie did not advise do¬ 
ing anything with the Pleasant street 
'line as the traffic would not justify 
it, hut in tiie event service should he 
maintained on all other lines, he 
thought the company would instal 
omnibus service, taking care of Pleas¬ 
ant street, and making connections 
I with all cars. This service would 
j probably run through to South Wey¬ 
mouth depot. 

I “That tiie section of the East Wey¬ 
mouth Braintree line most in need of 
repair was between Washington 
square and Braintree depot That tills 
lire, if equipped with one-man oper- 
a'i-il cars would pay its way. 

"That if ull cars in Weymouth were) 
cue-man cars it would cut the cost I 
I of power to one-half, and the cost of j 
jiepair one-half, and the wuges -10 per 
cent. 

"That from the financial standpoint 
the trustees HOPED THE TOWN 
WOULD DO NOTHING TO KEEP 
ITS SERVICE, although tiie trustees 
were sorry to have u community lose 
its transportation facilities to which 
i. hud been so long accustomed, and 
which means so much lo its inhabi¬ 
tants. 

“That if anything should be done 
by way of raising and appropriating 
the required amount, he should ad 
vise the appointment of a committee 
|of the citizens to supervise and man¬ 
age the service; that the company 
would furnish the power, equipment 
and crew, but tbe committee would 
> have a free hand and could ruu the 
cars any way they pleased; that they 
could have less or more frequent ser¬ 
vice and could charge as fares any 
sum they pleased; so long as tbe re¬ 
turns equalled operating expenses 
end depreciation; that no contrlbur 
tion* would be used to pay dividends 
tc stockholders. 

"That the situation presented was 
a plain simple business proposition 
If the town could meet actual oper¬ 
ating expenses and depreciation, the 
uuatees would keep the road going, 
otherwise they had no option, as the

Europe was succumbing to exhaus¬ 
tion when the war came to nti end. 
The terrible waste was tolling. En¬ 
durance bnd reached the breaking 
point. With pence one thought ran 
around the world: There must be no 
more war. The men who did the fight¬ 
ing said it loudest. 

‘Tin glad I had a chance to do my 
part—I Wouldn't have missed the 
’show' for a million dollnrs, and 1 
wouldn't tnko n million dollnrs to go 
through It again," Is the way they 
put It. Everywhere In Europe 1 heard, 
"It Is over. It Is finished, thank God." 

The first thought of reconstruction 
was a plan to make peace permanent. 

The laboratory and the machine 
shop gave to this war a terrible mean¬ 
ing, new agencies had been Intro¬ 
duced to kill and malm men, liquid 
fire, mustard gas, high explosives, 
bombs from the clouds, torpedoes front 
the sou depths. The world was hor¬ 
rified. The length of the war. the 
number of dead and crippled, the raid¬ 
ing and bombing of defenseless cities 
taught the world that an end must 
he put to war If civilization was to 
live. 

So the people, particularly the work¬ 
ing people, took heart when a League 
of Nations was suggested as a means 
of enforcing pence. They placed their 
hopes In It. They had suffered most 
from the war. The dead were large¬ 
ly their dead. The returning cripples 
were* blood of their blood. As they 
put It. they were front their class. 
Of course the sons of the other class 
fought, shared the hardships, paid the 
price, but they were few. The group 
from which they came Is small, while 
the toll of casualties from labor's 
ranks was large.

It Is a union of the nations of the 
world, and ns the nations of tin* world 
represent all the people of the various 
states such a combination Is demo¬ 
cratic. That It Is necessary Is 
plain. Rivalry for markets, com¬ 
petition for trade, an* bound 10 
lead to war unless we have an agree¬ 
ment thnt these and other problems 
will be submitted to arbitration. It 
Is not necessary to submit questions 
Involving national honor. Few of such 
questions sever directly provoke war. 
It Is when nations fighting each other 
for markets reach a point of positive 
disagreement that they begin calling 
each other names. These Insults 
wound honor, war results.

There nro people who hnve tho 
right variety of fowls, who house nnd 
feivl them properly, nnd yet who can¬ 
not olitnln eggs early In tho winter 
becntise tlielr fowls nro too old. It 
seldom pnys to keep hens for laying 
nfter they are two nnd one-half yenrs 
old: not ttint they will not give n 
profit, but thnt younger fowls will 
give a greater profit, says the United 
States department of agriculture. A 
great ninny poultrymon who tnnko a 
specialty of winter egg production 
keep nothing but pullets, disposing of 
the one-year-old hens before It la tlmo 
to put them In the winter quarters.

Flock of White Leghorn Pullets. 

Tho champion of tho girls’ poultry 
clubs of Mississippi keeps nothing but 
pullets. 

Early hatched pullets, If properly 
grown, ought to begin laying In Oc¬ 
tober or early November nnd continue 
to lay through the winter. Yearling 
hens seldom begin laying much before 
January 1 and older liens not until 
luter. It Is the November and Decem¬ 
ber eggs thnt bring the high prices. 
The laying breeds should begin lay¬ 
ing when about from five to six 
months old, general-purpose breeds at 
six to seven months, nml the meut 
breeds at eight to nine months. 

VARIETY OF FOOD FOR HENS 

Fowls Easily Obtain Different Things 
Necessary to Make Eggs and 
MaJntaln Body. 

Constantly feeding one or two grains 
bnly compels the fowls to eat more 
than they ought to nnd make their di¬ 
gestive systems work too hard trying 
to get all the different food elements 
In sufficient quantity out of this mate¬ 
rial. By feeding a variety of food the 
fowls are not obliged to consume so 
great an amount and they can more 
easily obtain the different things re¬ 
quired to malutnln the body and make 
eggs. , 4 

SIMPLE REMEDY FOR WORMS 

Give Twenty Drops of Turpentine In 
Milk or Water and Mix In Math 
for Morning Feed.

For worms In poultry give 20 drops 
of turpentine for each 12 adult chick¬ 
ens; less for smaller chicks. I’ut that 
amount In one quart of milk or water; 
mix In mash In morning. No other 
feed; also put one tenspoonful of cop¬ 
peras In each gullon of drinking wuter.
